Article  65.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  ($5,700)  or  such  other  sum 
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as  may  be  necessary  to  install  new  toilets  in  the  Clarke  School,  a3 
recommended  by  the  School  Committee. 

Article  66.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  such  changes 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  Town  Hall  as  will  make  the  space  now  so 
occupied  available  for  offices,  such  changes  to  include  new  heating 
and  lighting  arrangements,  and  to  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  67.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  and  add  to  its 
building  laws,  Chapter  XI,  Article  III,  Section  3,  entitled  "Location" 
after  words  "recognized  fire  proof  construction"  in  sentence  relating 
to  buildings  on  railroad  right  of  way,  the  following:  "and,  further- 
more, any  garage  constructed  of  a  recognized  fire  proof  construction 
may  be  built  upon  the  property  line,"  as  recommended  by  the  Build- 
ing Inspector. 

Article  68.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  zoning 
by-laws  by  adding  to  said  by-laws  wherein  there  is  established  the 
General  Residence  District,  the  following: 

The  provisions  of  these  by-laws  shall  not  preclude  the  use  of 
the  premises,  consisting  of  land  and  buildings,  at  42  Walker  road, 
Swampscott,  as  a  convalescent  home. 

Article  69.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rezone  the  property, 
appearing  on  Assessors'  plans,  plate  21,  lot  26,  located  at  the  north- 
easterly corner  of  Puritan  road  and  Woodbine  avenue,  to  a  double 
residence  district  from  a  single  residence  district,  as  now  constituted. 

Article  70.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  an  asphalt 
sidewalk  on  both  sides  of  Bay  View  drive  at  its  easterly  end  on  thai, 
part  not  already  so  constructed,  a  distance  of  approximately  250 
feet,  to  the  junction  of  Millet  road,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Article  71.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  by  eminent  do- 
main such  land  at  the  westerly  junction  of  Cedar  Hill  terrace  and 
Bay  View  avenue,  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  widen  this  sec- 
tion and  appropriate  money  therefor,  as  petitioned  for  by  Ernest  M. 
Folger,  et  al. 

Article  72.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  remove  the  ledge  at 
the  northerly  side  of  Millett  road. 

Article  73.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the  reserve 
police  force  from  three  to  five,  as  recommended  by  the  Chief  of 
Police. 

Article  74.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law  or  some  modification  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  regulating 
billboards  or  other  outdoor  advertising  devices: 

Section  1.  Authorization.  In  conformity  with  the  General  Laws  and 
lawful  state  regulations  for  the  proper  control  and  restriction  of 
outdoor  advertising  devices,  and  without  relaxing  any  restric- 
tions on  said  devices  imposed  by  such  regulations,  said  devices 
in  the  town  of  Swampscott  are  hereby  further  restricted  as  pro- 
vided in  the  following  sections: 

Section  2.  Exemptions.  This  by-law  shall  apply  exclusively  to  out- 
door advertising  within  public  view  of  any  highway,  public  park 
or  reservation.  It  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices  con- 
trolled under  the  provisions  of  Section  1,  2  or  8  of  Chapter  85, 
General  Laws,  or  to  signs  or  other  devices  on  or  in  the  rolling 
stock,  stations,  subways  or  structures  of  or  used  by  common 
carriers,  except  advertising  devices  on  bridges  or  viaducts  or 
abutments  thereof:  and,  except  for  lawful  restrictions  as  to  size 
and  location,  it  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices  which 
advertise  or  indicate  either  the  person  occupying  the  premises 
in  question  or  the  business  transacted  thereon  or  advertise  the 
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property  itself  or  any  part  thereof  as  for  sale  or  to  let  and  which 
contain  no  other  advertising  matter.  It  also  shall  not  apply  to 
any  advertising  device  legally  permitted  and  maintained  on  the 
date  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  by-law,  until  one  year  after  the 
first  day  of  July  next  following  said  date. 
Section  3.  Definitions: 

"Advertising  devices"  shall  mean  billboards,  painted  bulletins, 
poster  panels,  signs,  placards  and  other  outdoor  units  designed 
to  call  public  attention  to  the  matter  displayed  thereon. 
"Advertising  sign"  or  "sign"  shall  mean  any.  outdoor  advertis- 
ing device. 

"Sign-board"  shall  mean  any  structure  designed  for  displaying 

an  outdoor  advertisement. 

"Highway"  shall  mean  any  public  way. 

"Public  Park"  shall  mean  a  piece  of  public  land  of  at  least  five 
thousand  square  feet  set  apart  for  beauty  and  public  enjoyment. 
"Public  reservation"  shall  mean  a  piece  of  public  land  set  apart 
for  recreational  use,  as  a  state  or  municipal  forest,  as  a  protec- 
tion to  a  public  water  supply,  as  a  memorial,  or  cemetery,  or  as 
a  place  of  unusual  scenic  or  historical  interest. 
"Permitted"  shall  mean  authorized  by  an  official  permit. 
"Display"  shall  mean  to  make  or  maintain  visible  from  any  high- 
way, public  park  or  reservation. 

"Area"  of  a  sign  or  signboard  shall  mean  the  area  of  the  face 
view  of  the  entire  device,  including  all  attachments  except  sup- 
ports and  lattice  at  the  base  thereof. 

"Residential  District"  shall  mean  any  area  zoned  as  residential. 
"Non-conforming  business"  shall  mean  a  business  located  in  a 
residential  or  rural  district,  other  than  such  rural  business  as 
farming  or  the  raising  and  sale  on  the  same  premises  of  farm, 
garden  or  orchard  products. 

"Lawful  sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertising  device  not 
prohibited  by  any  provision  of  law  or  by  any  lawful  regulation. 
"Accessory  sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertising  device 
which  carries  only  advertisements  strictly  incidental  and  subor- 
dinate to  a  lawful  use  of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  located,  in- 
cluding signs  indicating  business  transacted  or  goods  sold  or 
produced  on  the  premises  or  an  occupant  thereof,  but  not  includ- 
ing any  sign  sold  or  rented  to  an  outside  party. 
"Sign  on  a  wall"  shall  mean  a  sign  closely  attached  throughout 
to  and  facing  with  that  wall,  or  in  a  window  or  door  therein. 
"Lot"  shall  mean  a  plot  of  ground  containing  and  devoted  to  the 
purposes  of  a  building,  or  laid  out  to  contain  a  building,  with  all 
required  open  spaces;  or  a  larger  tract  of  unbuilt,  undivided 
land  under  one  ownership. 
Section  4.  General  Restrictions.  No  person,  firm,  association  or  cor- 
poration shall  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  erect,  display  or  main- 
tain any  billboard  or  other  outdoor  advertising  device,  not  ex- 
empted by  Section  2  hereof,  except  those  specified  in  paragraphs 
(a)  (b)  (c)  (d)  and  (e)  of  this  section. 

(a)  In  districts  not  of  a  residential  or  rural  character,  any  law- 
ful sign  on  or  attached  to  a  wall  of  a  building  or  any  lawful 
ground  or  roof  sign  or  signboard  no  part  of  which  extends 
over  fifteen  feet  above  the  ground  or  roof  on  which  it  stands. 

(b)  In  a  residential  or  rural  district,  any  lawful  accessory  sign 
or  signs  not  exceeding  five  square  feet  in  aggregate  area  on 
any  one  building  or  lot;  or  any  lawful  sign  or  signs  adver- 
tising only  the  sale  or  rental  of  the  premises,  not  exceeding 
a  total  area  of  ten  square  feet;  or,  on  the  premises  of  any 
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public  building,  or  of  any  farm,  garden,  tree-nursery  or  for- 
est, any  lawful  accessory  signs  not  exceeding  all  together 
fifteen  square  feet  in  area  within  the  limits  of  said  premises; 
or  any  lawful  accessory  signs  on  the  front  wall  of  any 
building  occupied  by  a  non-conforming  business. 

(c)  Any  lawful  sign  not  exceeding  thirty -two  square  feet  in 
area  displayed  by  the  town,  or  any  sign  displayed  by  the 
United  States,  the  state  or  the  county,  relative  to  govern- 
ment business. 

(d)  At  any  boundary  line  of  the  town  a  lawful  sign  not  exceed- 
ing five  square  feet  in  area  indicating  the  meetings  of  any 
civic  organizations  located  therein. 

(e)  On  property  owned  or  j)rincipally  occupied  by  a  religious, 
civic  or  charitable  organization,  association  of  war  veterans 
or  the  like,  any  lawful  accessory  sign  displayed  by  writtexi 
permission  of  the  Selectmen  and  approval  of  the  inspector 
of  buildings  if  any,  for  a  limited  period  not  exceeding  sixty 
days. 

Section  5.  Set-backs.  No  advertising  sign  or  signboard  shall  be  per- 
mitted or  allowed  to  be  so  located  as  to  obstruct  a  view  between 
any  points  on  connecting  streets  within  fifty  feet  of  a  corner  of 
the  rights  of  way  or  to  obstruct  any  door,  window  or  fire  escape 
on  a  building;  or,  if  on  a  roof,  to  be  set  nearer  than  one-half  its 
height  to  the  wall  thereof  on  a  street  front;  or,  in  a  residential 
district,  to  extend  more  than  six  inches  nearer  to  any  boundary 
of  the  lot  or  premises  on  which  it  is  located  than  it  would  be 
lawful  to  maintain  a  building,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph 
(d)  of  Section  4. 

Section  6.  Prohibitions.  Except  signs  exempted  under  Section  2,  no 
person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  be  permitted  or 
allowed  to  erect,  display  or  maintain  any  billboard  or  other  out- 
door advertising  device  in  any  district. 

(a)  Except  the  owner  or  a  tenant  occupant  of  the  premises 
where  it  is  located,  or  a  party  holding  written  permission 
from  either  to  display  the  device  for  a  limited  period,  which 
party's  name  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  thereon; 

(b)  Upon  any  rock,  tree,  fence  or  pole; 

(c)  Within  one  hundred  feet  of  any  church,  public  building, 
monument  or  memorial,  or  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any 
public  park,  playground,  or  public  reservation,  if  within 
view  from  any  portion  thereof;  except  that  this  paragraph 
shall  not  apply  to  accessory  signs  on  the  walls  of  buildings; 

(d)  If  it  contains  any  obscene,  indecent  or  immoral  matter; 

(e)  Unless  all  parts  and  attachments  and  the  ground  about  the 
base  thereof  are  kept  in  neat  and  safe  condition. 

Section  7.  Administration.  No  advertising  device  for  which  a  per- 
mit from  any  state  authority  is  required  shall  be  erected,  dis- 
played or  maintained  in  the  town  until  five  days  after  a  permit 
therefor  or  a  true  copy  thereof,  has  been  filed  with  the  Town 
Clerk.  Whenever  notice  of  an  application  for  such  a  permit  is 
received  by  the  Town  Clerk,  he  shall  immediately  transmit  it  to 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  or  other  officer,  if  any,  charged  with 
the  administration  of  this  by-law.  Such  officer,  or  in  the  lack  of 
such  officer,  the  Town  Clerk,  shall  thereupon  make  an  examina- 
tion of  the  case  and,  as  promptly  as  possible,  within  thirty  days 
of  the  receipt  of  the  application  by  the  Town  Clerk,  shall  send 
written  notice  to  the  state  authority  to  whom  the  application  is 
addressed,  stating  whether  or  not  the  proposed  advertising  device 
would  violate  any  provision  of  this  by-law,  and,  if  so,  what  provi- 
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sion.  Like  notice  shall  be  sent  also  to  the  applicant  and  to  the 
owner  or  tenant  of  the  proposed  location  of  the  device. 

At  least  twenty-five  days  before  an  outdoor  advertising  de- 
vice not  requiring  a  permit  from  any  state  authority  and  not 
exempted  under  Section  2  shall  be  erected  or  displayed  in  the 
town,  a  description  thereof  &nd  of  its  proposed  location  shall  be 
filed  with  the  town  clerk,  after  which  the  procedure  shall  be  the 
same  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  paragraph  in  the  case  of  an 
application  for  a  state  permit,  except  that  notice  whether  or  not 
the  device  would  violate  any  provision  of  the  law  shall  be  sent, 
within  twenty  days  after  receipt  of  the  description,  only  to  the 
party  filing  the  same  and  to  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the  proposed 
location. 

Section  8.  Penalties  and  Enforcement.  Whoever  violates  any  provi- 
sions of  sections  4,  5  or  6  hereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  or  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  whoever  after  final  conviction  for  such  vio- 
lation unlawfully  displays  such  outdoor  advertising  device  for 
twenty  days  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

The  Selectmen  or  any  officer  charged  with  the  enforcement 
of  this  by-law  shall  cause  any  such  violator  to  be  prosecuted; 
and  shall  notify  the  state  regulatory  authority  of  Outdoor  Ad- 
vertising of  any  and  all  violations  of  lawful  state  regulations. 

Any  town  officer  or  any  interested  party  may  petition  the 
Superior  Court  in  equity  to  enjoin  the  erection  or  maintenance 
of  any  outdoor  advertising  device  erected  or  maintained  in  viola- 
tion of  any  provision  of  this  by-law.  Town  officials  shall  have  the 
same  right  and  power  to  cause  the  removal  of  any  outdoor  ad- 
vertising device  as  of  any  structure  or  building  maintained  in 
violation  of  a  by-law. 

Section  9.  If  any  provisions  of  this  by-law  is  declared  unconstitu- 
tional or  illegal  by  any  court,  the  validity  of  the  remaining  pro- 
visions shall  not  be  aifected  thereby. 

Section  10.    All  regulations  for  outdoor  advertising  devices  hereto- 
fore adopted  by  the  town  and  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  foregoing  sections  are  hereby  repealed. 
Article  75.    To  appropriate  and  raise  by  borrowing  or  otherwise, 

under  any  general  or  special  law  which  authorizes  the  town  to  raise 

money  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 

may  be  necessary  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the 

foregoing  articles. 

The  polls  will  close  at  7  P.M.

Chairman. 


REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Members  of  the  Representative  Town  Meeting: 

The  cycle  of  events  that  is  passing  before  the  eyes  of  this  na- 
tion is  a  picture  that  is  seldom  presented  during  any  one  generation 
and,  because  of  its  far  reaching  effects,  vastly  influences  the  lives  of 
every  living  person  within  the  limits  of  this  country.  Swampscott 
is  no  exception  and  for  this  reason  your  town  Finance  Committee 
asks  a  most  intelligent  application  to  the  merits  of  this  year's  ex- 
penditure of  the  town's  moneys. 

We  are  still  confronted  with  abnormal  demands  for  funds  to 
care  for  the  sick,  the  aged  and  the  unemployed,  which  must  be  pro- 
vided from  the  pockets  of  the  more  fortunate  yet  nevertheless  re- 
stricted townspeople,  and  with  this  in  view  great  care  is  needed  to 
provide  for  the  afflicted  without  penalizing  the  source  of  relief. 

The  general  activities  of  the  town  should  be  kept  at  normal  level 
and  a  progressive  program  of  betterments  maintained  for  the  future 
requirements.  With  this  as  the  standard  of  measurement,  our  rec- 
ommendations on  the  articles  of  the  warrant  have  been  gauged  by 
the  cooperation  of  citizens  and  town  officials  who  have  permitted 
mutual  understandings  on  budget  requirements  which  should  result 
in  harmonious  adoption  of  the  appropriations  for  the  coming  year. 

Article  3 — At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  Monday,  Febru- 
ary 24,  1936,  it  was  voted  that  the  present  Finance  Committee  be 
empowered  to  give  the  matter  of  a  Board  of  Public  Works  further 
study  and  bring  their  recommendations  before  a  town  meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  realizes  that  the  cost  of  operation  of 
the  Town  Government  tends  to  rise  annually  and  feel  that  only  iby 
efficient  co-ordination  of  Town  Departments  and  care  in  the  depart- 
mental expenditures  can  we  hope  to  continue  to  enjoy  and  main- 
tain our  present  tax  rate. 

It  is  not  the  intention  or  the  desire  of  the  Finance  Committee 
to  recommend  any  radical  reduction  of  the  personnel  of  the  various 
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departments,  rather  it  is  our  desire  to  reach  the  ultimate  goal  by 
the  orderly  process  of  retiring  aged  employees  on  a  pension,  but  not 
replacing-  same  until  the  size  of  the  department  has  reached  the 
minimum  working  force,  which  will  be  able  to  maintain  the  efficient 
operation  expected  and  desired  by  the  townspeople. 

One  has  only  to  be  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  which 
a;nalizes  the  various  departmental  budgets,  to  realize  the  very  great 
amount  of  duplication  in  labor  and  equipment  for  which  money  is 
appropriated  year  after  year. 

It  would  be  far  easier  and  make  for  more  efficiency  to  deal  with 
and  have  one  department  look  after  the  affairs  which  are  now  ad- 
ministered by  several  different  departments. 

We  believe  a  very  efficient  group  of  executives  and  workers 
could  be  realized  from  our  present  town  employees. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Water  and  Sewage  Department  is  self 
supporting  and  knowing  that  the  Cemetery  can  and  will  be  made 
self-supporting,  we  do  not  believe  that  the  inclusion  of  these  depart- 
ments at  this  time  w^ould  be  advisable. 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to 
petition  the  State  Legislature  for  an  enabling  act  permitting  a  Board 
of  Public  Works  which,  if  granted,  will  appear  on  the  ballot  of  the 
next  annual  tow^n  election. 

The  petition  to  the  Legislature  to  request  the  following: 

That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  be  in  charge  of  Five  Commis- 
sioners elected  by  the  Voters  of  the  Town.  Two  for  three  years, 
two  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year.  Thereafter  the  terms  to 
be  of  three  years.    The  commissioners  to  serve  without  pay. 

That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  take  over  and  operate  the 
following  Departments  of  the  Town: 

Highway  Department,  Tree  Warden  Department,  Moth  Depart- 
ment, Park  Department,  Engineering  Department,  Building  Depart- 
ment, Wire  Inspector,  Town  Hall. 

That  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  be  abolished,  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  being  directly  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

That  the  office  of  Forest  Warden  be  consolidated  with  the  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

That  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  appoint  a  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Works  qualified  as  an  engineer  who  will  be  in  charge 
of  all  works  and  whose  term  will  be  for  three  years.  That  his  sal- 
ary will  be  S3500  per  annum,  and  who  can  only  be  removed  from,  of- 
fice by  the  Commissioners  by  a  four  out  of  five  vote. 

That  the  Superintendent  shall  appoint  with  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioners  an  assistant  and  tw^o  foremen.  The  assistant  to  be 
capable  of  building  inspecting,  wire  inspecting  and  drafting  at  a 
salary  of  S2500  per  annum.  The  two  foremen  to  receive  S2000  each 
per  annum. 

That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  maintain  an  office  in  the 
Town  Hall  and  shall  have  a  clerk  at  a  salary  of  SIOOO  per  annum. 

That  the  annual  budget  and  recommendations  in  the  form  of 
articles  would  be  placed  in  the  Town  Warrant  through  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Public  Works,  the  budget  and  articles  to  be  acted  upon 
by  the  Finance  Committee  and  voted  on  by  the  Town  Meeting  Mem- 
bers. 

That  in  the  event  of  a  resignation  or  death  causing  a  vacancy 
on  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  the  remaining  members  shall  by  a 
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majority  vote  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  election,  when 
the  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  a  vote  of  the  town. 

Article  4 — We  recommend  that  the  Tov/n  Clerk  be  required  to 
furnish  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  and  the  cus- 
todian of  Trust  Funds  be  required  to  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5 — We  recommend  that  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow 
up  to  $600,000  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of 
the  financial  year  beginning-  January  1,  1937,  and  to  issue  a  note 
or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  and  to  renew  any  note 
or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  6 — We  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  elected  town 
officials  be  the  same  for  the  year  1937  as  they  were  in  1936. 

Article  8^ — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  Article  be  inde- 
finitely postponed. 

Article  9 — ^We  recommend  that  the  item  for  water  of  $77,610 
be  taken  from  the  receipts  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  cur- 
rent year. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  amounts  be  appropriated 
for  the  various  departments  for  the  ensuing  year.

Emergency  Sewer                                                  500.00  500.00 

Article  10 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $548.33  be  appro- 
priated to  the  account  of  unpaid  bills  contracted  prior  to  January 
1,  1937,  which  remained  unpaid  at  the  time  of  closing  the  books  for 
1936:  Insurance,  $226.93;  Fire,  $86.17;  Town  Hall,  $125.13;  Dog  Of- 
ficer, $104.00;  Soldiers'  Relief,  $6.10. 

Article  11 — We  recommend  that  the  town  authorize  the  Board 

of  Public  Welfare  to  appoint  one  of  its  own  members  as  agent  and 
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investigating^  officer  and  fix  the  salary  at  $1200  for  the  year  1937 
as  provided  by  Chapter  41,  Sec.  4A  of  the  General  Laws.    (Ter.  Ed.) 

Article  13 — We  recommend  that  the  town  authorize  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  the  Park  Commission,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
and  the  Planning  Board  to  appoint  a  member  of  their  respective 
boards  to  act  as  Secretary  thereof  and  receive  pay  which  has  been 
provided  for  in  the  several  aforesaid  budgets  as  provided  by  Chap- 
ter 41,  Section  4A  of  the  General  Laws.    (Ter  Ed.) 

Article  14 — Last  year  we  completed  a  fire-proof  building  and 
partially  installed  new  equipment  for  the  protection  and  perfection 
of  our  fire-alarm  system.  In  the  meantime  some  of  our  fire-whistle 
equipment  in  the  Town  Hall  has  outlived  its  usefulness. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  |4875  be  appropriated  to  com- 
plete the  installation  of  new  equipment  in  the  fire-proof  building, 
as  well  as  make  the  necessary  changes  and  installation  of  equip- 
ment in  the  Town  Hall  pertaining  to  the  air  compressor  and  whistle- 
blowing  machine  as  have  been  requested  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Engi- 
neers. 

Article  15 — As  replacement  of  fire-hose  is  necessary  from  time 
to  time,  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated  for 
the  purchase  of  500  feet  of  approved  2V2  inch  cotton  rubber-lined 
fire  hose,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers. 

Article  16 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  17 — After  discussing  the  matter  with  the  School  Com- 
mittee who  were  in  agreement  with  us,  we  believe  that  the  facilities 
at  the  new  High  School  are  wholly  adequate  at  present  to  care 
for  iboth  the  home  team  and  visiting  team  to  prepare  for  games  at 
Phillips  Park.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  18 — While  it  might  be  advisable  from  time  to  time  to 
purchase  some  material  for  filling  purposes  and  final  grading,  we 
believe  that  arrangements  can  be  made  whereby  the  Board  of  Select- 
men can  authorize  a  contractor  who  does  our  street  construction  to 
dump  his  street  excavations  in  the  area  to  be  filled  at  Phillips  park, 
thereby  saving  the  town  the  necessity  of  directly  appropriating 
money  for  the  purchase  of  additional  filling.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend -that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  19 — We  believe  arrangements  can  be  made  with  the 
Surveyor  of  Highways,  whereby  he  would  permit  the  use  of  his 
trucks  for  the  removal  of  the  surplus  material  from  the  State  Road, 
Boston  and  Maine  R.  R.  underpass  project  to  Phillips  park.  We 
recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  20 — As  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board,  we  rec- 
ommend the  sum  of  $430  to  purchase  play-ground  equipment  to  be 
located  at  Jackson  and  Abbott  Parks. 

Article  21 — As  there  is  no  Marblehead  game  in  Swampscott 
during  1937  and  as  the  seating  facilities  are  more  than  ample  for 
any  other  games,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  22 — We  do  not  believe  that  this  expenditure  is  neces- 
sary at  this  time.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  23 — We  do  not  believe  that  this  expenditure  is  neces- 
sary at  this  time.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  24 — In  as  much  as  it  would  be  illegal  to  erect  a  build- 
ing as  requested,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 
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Article  25 — As  we  are  caring  for  street  construction  under  Art- 
icle 47,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  26 — We  recommend  the  sum  of  1500^  be  appropriated  for 
the  proper  observance  of  Fourth  of  July  to  be  spent  by  a  committee 
of  five  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  27 — We  recommend  the  sum  of  $300  be  appropriated  for 
the  observance  of  Armistice  Day  as  recommended  by  the  American 
Legion. 

Article  28 — We  believe  that  the  request  in  this  article  is  unnec- 
essary. We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  29 — As  conditions  are  no  different  in  this  locality  than 
they  were  previously  and  in  view  of  previous  town  action,  we  re- 
commend that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  30 — For  reasons  set  forth  in  Article  29,  we  recommend 
that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  31 — ^We  recommend  that  action  on  this    article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  33 — The  town  should  be  very  proud  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  committee  in  charge  of  following  the  construction  of  the 
new  High  School  has  carried  out  its  functions.  Rarely,  if  ever,  is 
a  municipal  building  remodeled  and  added  to,  that  large  amounts 
for  extras  are  not  asked  for.  We  believe  that  the  items  asked  for 
by  the  High  School  Committee  are  necessary  for  the  completion  of 
the  High  School  and  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2500  be  ap- 
propriated as  requested  by  the  High  School  Committee. 

Article  34 — ^As  the  equipment  of  this  department  is  inadequate, 
and  if  the  town  is  to  be  kept  free  from  tree  and  foliage  pests,  we 
recommend  the  sum  of  $1350  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of 
a  power  sprayer  as  requested  by  the  Moth  Superintendent. 

Article  35 — In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Government  is  contin- 
uing Recreational  Projects  No.  5123  and  provided  money  for  same, 
we  recommend  the  sum  of  $750  be  appropriated  to  provide  quarters 
and  buy  necessary  equipment. 

Article  36 — There  is  talk  of  the  town  constructing  a  Commun- 
ity Center.  Some  believe  the  police  station,  town  hall  and  fire  sta- 
tion should  be  located  in  the  same  group.  A  move  of  this  kind  would 
make  for  economies  which  cannot  now  be  accomplished.  Until  such 
time  as  a  comprehensive  study  and  complete  plans  have  been  sub- 
mitted, we  believe  it  unwise  to  attempt  to  construct  any  one  unit 
which  might  not  later  fit  into  the  plans.  It  seems  illogical  to  make 
a  move  now  which  might  cost  the  town  considerable  more  later  on. 
We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  37 — For  reasons  set  forth  in  Article  36,  we  recommend 
that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  38 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in-  • 
definitely  postponed. 

Article  39 — As  the  duties  come  with  the  scope  of  the  Planning 
Board  we  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the  Planning 
Board  to  study  a  progressive  program  of  municipal  building  and 
report  back  at  a  later  town  meeting.    No  appropriation  is  necessary. 

Article  40 — The  possibility  of  getting  all  waivers  signed  seems 
very  remote,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinite- 
ly postponed. 

Article  41 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 
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Article  42 — The  acceptance  of  this  avenue  would  spoil  the  en- 
trance to  several  garages.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article" 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  43 — As  the  town  cannot  accept  a  street  entering  on  an 
unaccepted  street,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  44 — As  the  town  would  have  to  rebuild  a  private  wall, 
we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  45 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  46^ — ^As  there  is  no  Board  of  Survey  plan,  we  recommend 
that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  47 — We  believe  that  the  town  should  finish  the  resurfac- 
ing of  Farragut  Road  from  Ellis  Road  to  Paradise  Road;  therefor, 
we  recommend  the  sum  of  $4800  be  appropriated  to  resurface  a  piece 
of  road  approximately  900  feet  long  as  above  mentioned,  using  bi- 
tuminous macadam,  and  we  further  recommend  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  incorporate  in  the  contract  for  the  work, 
that  all  excavations  shall  be  removed  by  the  contractor  to  Phillips 
Park  to  be  used  for  fill-in  purposes  and  deposited  as  directed  by  the 
Park  Board. 

Article  48 — While  this  work  should  be  taken  care  of  at  some 
future  date,  it  is  not  urgent  and  we  recommend  that  action  on  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  49 — As  this  work  is  not  urgent,  we  recommend  that  ac- 
tion on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  50 — We  recommend  the  sum  of  $700.00  be  appropriated 
for  material  for  the  laying  of  600  feet  of  surface  water  drain,  with 
necessary  catch  basins,  on  Ocean  Avenue.  Said  work  to  be  done  by 
the  Highway  Department. 

Article  51 — We  recommend  that  after  easements  are  obtained 
which  are  satisfactory  to  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  that  the 
sum  of  $3400  be  appropriated  for  the  laying  of  a  sewer  in  Lincoln 
Circle  a  distance  of  approximately  1035  feet. 

Article  52 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2000  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  to  the  account  of  Water 
Construction  for  the  purpose  of  laying  a  water  main  in  Lincoln 
Circle  a  distance  approximately  880  feet.  Waivers  are  to  be  first 
obtained  from  th-e  owner  as  well  as  guarantee  of  payment  of  inter- 
est until  the  water  rate  shall  equal  same.  Said  arrangements  to 
meet  the  satisfaction  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  53 — As  this  drain  is  not  necessary,  we  recommend  that 
action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  54 — The  installation  of  this  water  main  would  give  the 
residents  of  the  lower  part  of  the  town  a  better  water  supply  and 
protection  in  case  of  fire.  We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $26,000 
be  transferred  from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  to  the  account  of 
Water  Construction  for  the  purpose  of  laying  a  water  main  from 
the  Stand  pipe  on  State  Road  to  Salem  Street  a  distance  of  approx- 
imately 4300  feet  as  recommended  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  55 — We  recommend  the  sum  of  $2600  be  appropriated 
to  extend  the  Sewer  in  Atlantic  Avenue,  a  distance  of  approximate- 
ly 625  feet  as  recommended  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  56 — The  Federal  Government  has  approved  the  project 
to  continue  work  on  Hawthorne  Brook  Culvert  by  extending  it  to 
Humphrey  Street.  We  recommend  the  sum  of  $11,000  be  appropri- 
ated for  materials  to  continue  the  project  as  recommended  by  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 
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Article  57 — The  amount  called  for  in  this  article  has  been  cared 
for  under  article  9.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  58 — We  recommend  that  after  waivers  are  first  obtained 
from  the  owner  as  well  as  a  guarantee  of  the  payment  of  interest 
until  the  water  rate  shall  equal  same,  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be 
transferred  from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  to  the  account  of 
Water  Construction  for  the  purpose  of  laying  about  500  feet  of  water 
main  in  Catalpa  Circle.  Said  arrangements  to  meet  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  59 — ^There  is  no  necessity  for  a  sewer  at  the  present  time. 
We  recommend  that  action  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  60 — There  are  only  two  houses  on  this  street.  We  rec- 
ommend that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  62 — This  beach  is  used  by  the  citizens  of  Swampscott 
and  it  seems  they  are  entitled  to  receive  proper  protection  from 
nuisances  and  unlawful  acts.  We  recommend  the  sum  of  $400  be 
appropriated  for  the  services  of  a  full  time  special  uniformed  police 
officer  during  the  bathing  season  to  patrol  the  public  part  of  Fisher- 
man's Beach. 

Article  63 — We  believe  that  the  proposed  widening  of  Humph- 
rey Street  from  Atlantic  Avenue,  to  Palmer  Avenue  would  tend  to 
make  the  thoroughfare  a  speedway.  The  discontinuance  of  street 
cars  in  June  will  give  approximately  eight  more  feet  in  width. 

It  seems  that  the  painting  of  white  lines  on  both  ends  of  the 
approaches  to  the  hill  where  the  view  is  obscured  along  with  a  sign 
requiring  motorists  to  keep  single  line  and  to  the  right  of  the'  white 
line  would  remove  any  hazard  of  an  accident. 

We  recommend  that  our  above  suggestion  be  tried  out  until  the 
next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  believe  that  no  appropriation  is 
necessary  at  this  time. 

Article  64 — We  believe  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  take  this  land 
at  this  time  and  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  65 — ^The  toilet  facilities  are  not  only  inadequate  but 
unsanitary  in  the  Clarke  School.  We  recommend  the  sum  of  $4,800 
be  appropriated  to  install  new  toilets  as  recommended  by  the  School 
Committee. 

Article  66 — While  we  believe  that  office  space  is  wholly  inade- 
quate in  the  Town  Hall  and  feel  that  some  changes  are  necessary, 
in  view  of  the  amount  of  money  recommended  this  year,  we  recom- 
mend that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  70 — As  asphalt  sidewalk  construction  is  cared  for  by  the 
Highway  Department,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  71 — This  piece  of  property  would  be  of  absolutely  no  use 
to  the  town.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinite- 
ly postponed. 

Article  72 — The  view  of  motorists  is  greatly  impaired  from  the 
northly  direction  of  Humphrey  Street.  We  recommend  the  sum  of 
$175  be  appropriated  to  remove  the  ledge  at  the  northly  side  of 
Millett  Road.

Section  1.  Authorization.  In  conformity  with  the  General  Laws  and 
lawful  state  regulations  for  the  proper  control  and  restriction  of 
outdoor  advertising  devices,  and  without  relaxing  any  restric- 
tions on  said  devices  imposed  by  such  regulations,  said  devices 
in  the  town  of  Swampscott  are  hereby  further  restricted  as  pro- 
vided in  the  following  sections: 
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Section  2.  Exemptions.  This  by-law  shall  apply  exclusively  to  out- 
door advertising  within  public  view  of  any  highway,  public  park 
or  reservation.  It  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices  con- 
trolled under  the  provisions  of  Section  1,  2  or  8  of  Chapter  85, 
General  Laws,  or  to  signs  or  other  devices  on  or  in  the  rolling 
stock,  stations,  subways  or  structures  of  or  used  by  common 
carriers,  except  advertising  devices  on  bridges  or  viaducts  or 
abutments  thereof;  and,  except  for  lawful  restrictions  as  to 
size  and  location,  it  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices 
which  advertise  or  indicate  either  the  person  occupying  the 
premises  in  question  or  the  business  transacted  thereon  or  adver- 
tise the  property  itself  or  any  part  thereof  as  for  sale  or  to  let 
and  which  contain  no  other  advertising  matter.  It  also  shall  not 
apply  to  any  advertising  device  legally  permitted  and  main- 
tained on  the  date  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  by-law,  until  one 
year  after  the  first  day  of  July  next  following  said  date. 

Section  3.  Definitions: 

"Advertising  devices"  shall  mean  billboards,  painted  bulletins, 
poster  panels,  signs,  placards  and  other  outdoor  units  designed 
to  call  public  attention  to  the  matter  displayed  thereon. 
"Advertising  sign"  or  "sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertis- 
ing device. 

"Sign-board"  shall  mean  any  structure  designed  for  displaying 

an  outdoor  advertisement. 

"Highway"  shall  mean  any  public  way. 

"Public  Park"  shall  mean  a  piece  of  public  land  of  at  least  five 
thousand  square  feet  set  apart  for  beauty  and  public  enjoyment. 
"Public  reservation"  shall  mean  a  piece  of  public  land  set  apart 
for  recreational  use,  as  a  state  or  municipal  forest,  as  a  pro- 
tection to  a  publiQ  water  supply,  as  a  memorial,  or  cemetery,  or 
as  a  place  of  unusual  scenic  or  historical  interest. 
"Permitted"  shall  mean  authorized  by  an  official  permit. 
"Display"  shall  mean  to  make  or  maintain  visible  from  any 
highway,  public  park  or  reservation. 

"Area"  of  a  sign  or  signboard  shall  mean  the  area  of  the  face 
view  of  the  entire  device,  including  all  attachments  except  sup- 
ports and  lattice  at  the  base  thereof. 

"Residential  District"  shall  mean  any  area  zoned  as  residential. 
"Non-conforming  business"  shall  mean  a  business  located  in  a 
residential  or  rural  district,  other  than  such  rural  business  as 
farming  or  the  raising  and  sale  on  the  same  premises  of  farm, 
garden  or  orchard  products. 

"Lawful  sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertising  device  not 
prohibited  by  any  provision  of  law  or  by  any  lawful  regulation, 
"Accessory  sign"  shall  mean  any  outdoor  advertising  device 
which  carries  only  advertisements  strictly  incidental  and  subor- 
dinate to  a  lawful  use  of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  located,  in- 
cluding signs  indicating  business  transacted  or  goods  sold  or 
produced  on  the  premises  or  an  occupant  thereof,  but  not  includ- 
ing any  sign  sold  or  rented  to  an  outside  party. 
"Sign  on  a  wall"  shall  mean  a  sign  closely  attached  throughout, 
to  and  facing  with  that  wall,  or  in  a  window  or  door  therein. 
"Lot"  shall  mean  a  plot  of  ground  containing  and  devoted  to 
the  purposes  of  a  building,  or  laid  out  to  contain  a  building,  with 
all  required  open  spaces;  or  a  larger  tract  of  unbuilt,  undivided 
land  under  one  ownership. 

Section  4.  General  Restrictions.  No  person,  firm,  association  or  cor- 
poration shall  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  erect,  display  or  main- 
tain any  billboard  or  other  outdoor  advertising  device,  not  ex- 
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empted  by  Section  2  hereof,  except  those  specified  in  paragraphs 
(a)  (b)  (c)  (d)  (e)  of  this  section. 

(a)  In  districts  not  of  a  residential  or  rural  character,  any 
lawful  sign  on  or  attached  to  a  wall  of  a  building  or  any 
lawful  ground  or  roof  sign  or  signboard  no  part  of  which 
extends  over  fifteen  feet  above  the  ground  or  roof  on  which 
it  stands. 

(b)  In  a  residential  or  rural  district,  any  lawful  accessory  sign 
or  signs  not  exceeding  five  square  feet  in  aggregate  area 
on  any  one  building  or  lot;  or  any  lawful  sign  or  signs  ad- 
vertising only  the  sale  or  rental  of  the  premises,  not  ex- 
ceeding a  total  area  of  ten  square  feet;  or,  on  the  premises 
of  any  public  building,  or  of  any  farm,  garden,  tree-nursery 
or  forest,  any  lawful  accessory  signs  not  exceeding  all  to- 
gether fifteen  square  feet  in  area  within  the  limits  of  said 
premises;  or  any  lawful  accessory  signs  on  the  front  wall  of 
any  building  occupied  by  a  non-conforming  business. 

(c)  Any  lawful  sign  not  exceeding  thirty- two  square  feet  in 
area  displayed  by  the  town,  or  any  sign  displayed  by  the 
United  States,  the  state  or  the  county,  relative  to  govern- 

.  ment  business. 

(d)  At  any  boundary  line  of  the  town  a  lawful  sign  not  exceed- 
ing five  square  feet  in  area  indicating  the  meetings  of  any 
civic  organizations  located  therein. 

(e)  On  property  owned  or  principally  occupied  by  a  religious, 
civic  or  charitable  organization,  association  of  war  veterans 
or  the  like,  any  lawful  accessory  sign  displayed  by  written 
permission  of  the  Selectmen  and  approval  of  the  inspector 
of  buildings  if  any,  for  a  limited  period  not  exceeding  sixty 
days. 

Section  5.  Set-backs.  No  advertising  sign  or  signboard  shall  be  per- 
mitted or  allowed  to  be  so  located  as  to  obstruct  a  view  between 
any  points  on  connecting  streets  within  fifty  feet  of  a  corner  of 
the  rights  of  way  or  to  obstruct  any  door,  window  or  fire  escape 
on  a  building;  or,  if  on  a  roof,  to  be  set  nearer  than  one-half  its 
height  to  the  wall  thereof  on  a  street  front;  or,  in  a  residential 
district,  to  extend  more  than  six  inches  nearer  to  any  boundary 
of  the  lot  or  premises  on  which  it  is  located  than  it  would  be 
lawful  to  maintain  a  building,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph 
(d)  of  Section  4. 

Section  6.  Prohibitions.  Except  signs  exempted  under  Section  2,  no 
person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  be  permitted  oc 
allowed  to  erect,  display  or  maintain  any  billboard  or  other  out- 
door advertising  device  in  any  district. 

(a)  Except  the  owner  or  a  tenant  occupant  of  the  premises 
where  it  is  located,  or  a  party  holding  written  permissioa 
from  either  to  display  the  device  for  a  limited  period,  which 
party's  name  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  thereon; 

(b)  Upon  any  rock,  tree,  fence  or  pole; 

(c)  Within  one  hundred  feet  of  any  church,  public  building, 
monument  or  memorial,  or  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any 
public  park,  playground,  or  public  resei-vation,  if  within  view 
from  any  portion  thereof;  except  that  this  paragraph  shall 
not  apply  to  accessory  signs  on  the  walls  of  buildings; 

(d)  If  it  contains  any  obscene,  indecent  or  immoral  matter; 

(e)  Unless  all  parts  and  attachments  and  the  ground  about  the 
base  thereof  are  kept  in  neat  and  safe  condition. 

Section  7.  Administration.  No  advertising  device  for  which  a  permit 
from  any  state  authority  is. required  shall  be  erected,  displayed 
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or  maintarined  in  the  town  until  five  days  after  a  permit  thereof 
or  a  true  copy  thereof,  has  been  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 
Whenever  notice  of  an  application  for  such  a  permit  is  received 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  he  shall  immediately  transmit  it  to  the  In- 
spector of  Buildings  or  other  officer,  if  any,  charged  with  the 
administration  of  this  by-law.  Such  officer,  or  in  the  lack  of  such 
officer,  the  Tow^n  Clerk,  shall  thereupon  make  an  examination  of 
the  case  and,  as  promptly  as  possible,  within  thirty  days  of  the 
receipt  of  the  application  by  the  Town  Clerk,  shall  send  writte-.i 
notice  to  the  state  authority  to  whom  the  application  is  ad- 
dressed, stating  whether  or  not  the  proposed  advertising  device 
would  violate  any  provision  of  this  by-law,  and,  if  so,  what  pro- 
vision. Like  notice  shall  be  sent  also  to  the  applicant  and  to  the 
owner  or  tenant  of  the  proposed  location  of  the  device. 

At  least  twenty-five  days  before  an  outdoor  advertising  de- 
vice not  requiring  a  permit  from  any  state  authority  and  not 
exempted  under  Section  2  shall  be  erected  or  displayed  in  the 
town,  a  description  thereof  and  of  its  proposed  location  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  after  which  the  procedure  shall  be  the 
same  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  paragraph  in  the  case  of  an 
application  for  a  state  permit,  except  that  notice  whether  or 
not  the  device  would  violate  any  provision  of  the  law^  shall  be 
sent,  within  twenty  days  after  receipt  of  the  description,  only 
to  the  party  filing  the  same  and  to  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the 
proposed  location. 
Section  8.  Penalties  and  Enforcement.  Whoever  violates  any  provi- 
sions of  sections  4,  5  or  6  hereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  w^hoever  after  final  conviction  for  such  vio- 
lation unlawfully  displays  such  outdoor  advertising  device  for 
tw^enty  days  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

The  Selectmen  or  any  officer  charged  with  the  enforcement 
of  this  by-law^  shall  cause  any  such  violator  to  be  prosecuted; 
and  shall  notify  the  state  regulatory  authority  of  Outdoor  Ad- 
vertising of  any  and  all  violations  of  lawful  state  regulations. 

Any  town  officer  or  any  interested  party  may  petition  the 
Superior  Court  in  equity  to  enjoin  the  erection  or  maintenance 
of  any   outdoor   advertising  device   erected   or  maintained  in 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  by-law.  Town  officials  shall 
have  the  same  right  and  power  to  cause  the  removal  of  any 
outdoor  advertising  device  as  of  any  structure  or  building  main- 
tained in  violation  of  a  by-law. 
Section  9.    If  any  provision  of  this  by-law  is  declared  unconstilu- 
tional  or  illegal  by  any  court,  the  validity  of  the  remaining  pro- 
visions shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 
Section  10.    All  regulations  for  outdoor  advertising  devices  hereto- 
fore adopted  by  the  town  and  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  adoption 
of  the  foregoing  sections  are  hereby  repealed. 
Voted:  Article  75.    To  accept  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  adopt  their  recommendations  as  amended,  viz.: 

That  upon  receiving  proper  approval  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Corporations  and  Taxation,  there  be  transferred  from  the  Excess 
and  Deficiency  fund  of  the  Town  to  the  account  of  current  revenue 
to  be  used  and  applied  by  the  Assessors  in  reduction  of  the  tax  levy, 
such  sum  as  they  may  deem  advisable;  that  the  sum  of  S750.00  be 
appropriated  to  be  used  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  preparation

Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  denomi- 
nated on  the  face  thereof  "Swampscott  Sewer  and  Drain  Loan 
1937"  and  shall  bear  such  rates  of  interest  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen.  (Unanimous)  116  for, 
0  against.

TRIBUTE  AND  RESOLUTIONS 
IN  MEMORY  OF  ELIHU  THOMSON 
Submitted  by  Henry  S.  Baldwin 
Mr.  Moderator  and  Town  Meeting  Members: 

Before  taking  up  the  business  of  the  warrant  it  is  fitting  that 
we,  the  Town  Meeting  Members  of  Swampscott  in  town  meeting 
assembled,  pause  for  a  moment  of  meditation  and  that  we  give  ex- 
pression of  our  esteem  and  res.pect  for  an  honored  fellow  citizen, 
recently  taken  from  our  midst. 

March  thirteenth,  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Thirty-Seven,  will  be 
remembered  as  the  date  of  the  death  of  Elihu  Thomson. 

Ripe  in  years,  rich  in  honors,  he  has  gone  to  his  rest. 

For  nearly  half  a  century,  his  dwelling  place  was  in  Swampscott. 
Here  he  lived  in  the  bosom  of  a  devoted  family,  surrounded  by  the 
beauties  of  nature  he  loved  so  well.  He  was  a  kindly  and  modest 
neighbor,  a  good  citizen,  ever  interested  in  the  welfare  of  his  home 
town  by  the  side  of  the  sea. 

He  was  so  approachable  and  human  in  the  largeness  of  his  na- 
ture, that  we  regarded  him  as  a  friend  rather  than  the  world-re- 
nowned scientist  and  pioneer  in  the  electrical  industry. 

The  tablet  erected  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  London,  to  the  mem- 
ory of  Sir  Christopher  Wren,  bears  these  words:  "Lector  si  monu- 
mentum  requiris  circumspice." — Reader,  if  thou  seekest  his  monu- 
ment look  around. 

The  same  words  may  well  be  applied  to  Elihu  Thomson.  His 
works  can  be  seen  on  every  hand. 

His  early  manhood  was  devoted  to  the  instruction  of  youth,  but 
even  then,  as  in  later  years,  he  exhibited  the  rare  ability  to  apply 
abstract  science  to  the  practical  problems  of  industry  and  human 
existence. 

His  great  achievements  and  inventions,  in  every  field  of  art  and 
science,  are  of  such  broad  scope  that  it  would  be  presumptuous  here 
to  attempt,  even  briefly,  to  enumerate  them.  They  will  stand  forever 
on  a  bright  page  in  the  records  of  the  Hall  of  Fame  to  be  read  by 
this  and  future  generations. 

Degrees,  unsought,  came  to  him  from  Universities  and  Schools 
of  Learning. 

Medals  of  honor  and  decorations,  unsought,  were  bestowed  on 
him  by  monarchs  and  the  great  scientific  bodies  of  the  world. 

Industry  was  proud  to  recognize  the  part  he  played  in  its  ac- 
tivities and  successes. 

The  public  regarded  him  as  its  benefactor  as  his  multitude  of 
mechanical  and  electrical  devices  brought  comfort  and  convenience 
into  every  household  in  the  land. 

His  close  friends,  and  especially  the  young  people,  treasure  the 
memory  of  his  happy  disposition  and  his  sincere  wish  to  make  them 
happy  also  by  explaining  and  demonstrating  the  beauties  of  science. 

He  was  a  prolific  and  interesting  writer  on  a  wide  range  of  sub- 
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jects.  He  delighted  in  making  studies  along  untrodden  paths.  Many- 
papers  covering  original  observations,  were  presented  by  Elihu 
Thomson  before  professional  societies  and  scientific  bodies  through- 
out the  world. 

He  was  repeatedly  chosen  to  preside  at  national  and  interna- 
tional gatherings  of  scientists  in  this  country  and  abroad. 

He  was  an  easy  and  interesting  speaker,  as  might  be  expected 
of  one  who  had  devoted  his  early  life  to  teaching.  He  possessed  the 
true  instinct  of  the  teacher  and  always  endeavored  to  make  subjects 
clear  and  understandable  to  those  who  sought  enlightenment. 

Like  other  great  men  he  was  an  incessant  worker,  not  only  in 
the  business  of  the  great  electrical  company  of  which  he  was  a 
founder,  but  also  in  correlated  fields  of  astronomy,  chemistry, 
photography,  music,  painting,  and  many  others.  The  latter  might  be 
termed  his  avocations  or  hobbies. 

So  great  was  his  modesty  that  he  would  disclaim  credit  for  his 
remarkable  achievements,  saying  that  he  was  only  doing  the  things 
that  he  liked  to  do  and  for  which  he  had  been  given  the  talent  to  do. 
He  used  his  talents  well  and  the  words  of  Holy  Writ,  "Well  done 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant  .  .  would  apply  aptly  to  Elihu 
Thomson. 

He  was  patriotic  and  sent  three  sons  to  serve  in  the  Army  in 
the  World  War.  Stuart,  the  eldest,  gave  his  life  for  his  country. 
Elihu  Thomson,  in  those  dark  days,  placed  his  vast  store  of  scientific 
knowledge  and  experience  at  the  disposal  of  the  government.  Many 
important  devices  for  the  army  and  navy  were  developed  and  built 
under  his  supervision.  Here  in  Swampscott  he  served  faithfully  on 
the  Liberty  Loan  Committee,  so  important  to  the  success  of  our 
arms. 

His  civic  contributions,  owing  to  his  modesty,  were  never  broad- 
cast. From  personal  knowledge,  as  Selectman  of  the  Town  for  a 
number  of  years,  I  can  testify  to  his  deep  interest  and  concern  in 
matters  relating  to  the  welfare  of  Swampscott.  His  gift  of  land  for 
the  Public  Library,  service  on  the  Library  Committee  and  active 
participation  in  Town  Meeting,  when  he  felt  that  some  mistake 
might  be  made  for  want  of  advice  and  counsel  that  he  was  qualified 
to  give,  are  well  known  to  me.  Whenever  I  found  it  necessary  to 
call  on  him  for  support  of  a  worthy  cause,  his  response  was  prompt 
and  generous. 

In  his  long  span  of  life  he  traveled  widely  in  his  own  and  for- 
,eign  lands.  His  circle  of  friends  numbered  many  of  the  most  famoui 
scientists,  philosophers,  educators,  and  industrialists  of  his  time. 

For  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  corporation  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology,  and  as  an  undergraduate  I,  together 
with  many  students,  looked  upon  Elihu  Thomson  as  an  example  of 
what  a  scientific  man  should  be.  Later,  for  a  number  of  years  he  was 
Acting  President  of  the  Institute,  a  position  he  held  with  distinction. 
He  truly  exemplified  the  motto  of  the  Institute — Mens  et  Manus. 
Mind  and  hand. 

For  more  than  thirty-five  years  it  was  my  privilege  to  call  Elihu 
Thomson  my  friend.  During  this  period  I  was  associated  with  him 
often  as  an  engineer  of  the  General  Electric  Company,  and  as  Se- 
lectman of  Swampscott. 

Elihu  Thomson  was  ever  an  inspiration  and  help  to  all  who 
sought  his  advice  or  assistance  especially  in  scientific  and  engineer- 
ing matters.  His  sympathies  were  universal. 

Words  are  feeble  means  to  express  our  admiration  of  his  life, 
but  here  in  this  gathering  of  representatives  of  the  people  of  Swamp- 
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scott,  his  neighbors,  we  may  well  pay  homage  to  the  memory  of  this 
great  man. 

With  these  brief  words  of  tribute,  I  should  like  to  offer  the 
following  resolutions :

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period 
from  July  1  to  December  31,  1936,  the  following  report  being  sub- 
mitted thereon. 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified 
by  a  comparison  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant  and  the 
treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  ledger  were 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  making  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  treasurer's  books,  while  the 
recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  issued 
by  the  selectmen  and  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book.  The  necessary 
correcting  and  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made, 
a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  as  of  December  31,  1936. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  records 
in  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  au- 
thorizing the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on  Jan- 
uary 16,  1937,  was  proved  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  checked  with 
the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelg'd  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investments  of  the 
various  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  trea- 
surer were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the 
transfers  to  the  town  being  verified. 
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The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined  and 
checked  with  the  deeds  on  file.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  compared  with  the  collector's  records,  the  reported 
redemptions  were  checked  with  the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  trea- 
surer's cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  poll,  property,  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes,  spe- 
cial assessments,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  receivable  out- 
standing at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were  audited,  and 
all  subsequent  commitments  were  checked  to  the  warrants  for  their 
collection.  The  collections  as  recorded  on  the  cash  books  were  checked 
in  detail  to  the  commitment  book  postings,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  compared  with  the  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
respective  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by  sending 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen, 
to^NTi  clerk,  building  and  plumbing  inspectors,  and  the  health  depart- 
ment were  examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  the  town 
were  verified. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the 
school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments,  as  w^ell  as  of  all  other 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection,  were  examined,  checked  and  reconciled  with  the  treasur- 
er's and  the  accountant's  books. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  mentioned  above,  there  are  ap- 
pended to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasur- 
er's and  of  the  collector's  cash,  together  with  summaries  of  the  tax, 
assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as 
tables  showing  the  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  co-operation  was  received 
from  the  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  January  1  to 
June  30,  1937,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  com- 
miting  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  a 
comparison  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant  and  the  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined 
and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  of  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town. 

The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed, 
the  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made, 
and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  June  30,  1937. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared 
with  the  records  in  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town 
and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury.  The  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  war- 
rants authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance 
on  September  4,  1937,  was  verified  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  since  the  previous 
audit  were  checked  with  the  deeds  on  file  and  the  tax  title  account 
was  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments,  as  well 
as  of  the  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable,  were  verified. 
The  recorded  collections  wer^  compared  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  records 
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of  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  such  abatements,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  account- 
ant's ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  were  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  large  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  OAving  money  to  the  to^vn,  the  replies  received  thereto  in- 
dicating that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

Considerable  improvement  was  noted  in  the  clerical  work  of  the 
town  collector's  office. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  sporting  and  dog  licenses  were  ex- 
amined, the  payments  to  the  State  being  verified  with  the  receipts 
on  file,  and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  compared  with 
the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  of  measures, 
the  selectmen,  and  the  building  and  plumbing'  inspectors,  as  well  as 
of  the  police,  school,  library,  park  and  cemetery  departments,  were 
examined.  The  recorded  receipts  w^ere  checked  and  compared  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accountant's  books. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the  collector's 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  several  town  officials  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Apparatus 


All  of  our  regular  equipment  is  in  a  very  good  condition,  and 
we  expect  it  will  require  only  the  ordinary  running  repairs  this  year. 
The  car  used  by  the  Chief  is  ten  years  old  and  should  be  replaced 
this  year. 


We  have  in  service  400  feet  of  3-inch  hose,  4200  feet  of  2l^-inch 
hose,  750  feet  of  I'^^-inch  hose,  and  800  feet  of  %-inch  hose,  all  in 
good  condition.  We  shall  require  a  small  amount  of  new  hose  this 
year  to  keep  our  reserve  supply  up  to  the  proper  point. 


The  station  at  Phillips  Beach  will  require  only  ordinary  repairs 
this  year.  The  Central  Station,  New  Ocean  street,  should  have  some 
repairs,  including  three  new  apparatus  doors  and  changes  in  sanitary 
arrangements,  for  which  we  have  asked  an  appropriation.  Two  coats 
of  paint  are  needed  on  the  building. 


There  have  been  72  alarms  sent  out  over  our  wires  during  the 
past  year.  We  have  installed  a  new  8-circuit  switchboard,  a  whistle 
blowing  machine  and  an  air  compressor,  which  completes  our  plans 
for  bringing  our  alarm  system  up  to  date.  We  now  have  six  box  cir- 
cuits instead  of  three,  also  two  bell  circuits,  with  provision  made  to 
add  more  if  required. 


We  appreciate  the  fact  that  a  great  many  people  like  to  attend 
fires,  to  which  we  have  no  objection,  but  we  ask  that  you  give  us  a 
clear  road  so  we  may  get  there  first.  Then  when  you  do  arrive,  park 
your  car  some  distance  from  the  fire,  not  as  close  as  possible,  and 
be  sure  to  leave  spaces  in  front  of  hydrants  clear.

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  for  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 1,  1937. 

The  work  of  putting  in  a  12-inch  main  on  the  State  road  to 
Salem  street  has  been  completed,  and  we  now  have  a  complete  cir- 
cuit of  the  town.  The  connection  on  New  Ocean  street  has  been  en- 
larged and  through  this  work  we  have  more  pressure  and  a  very 
satisfactory  flow  of  water  which  can  be  increased  during  the  summer 
months,  as  often  as  necessary. 

We  have  had  to  relocate  637  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  in  Bradlee  ave- 
nue and  50  feet  of  8  inch  pipe  in  Atlantic  avenue  to  avoid  the  culvert 
of  Hawthorne  brook.

The  Board  of  Assessors  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1937; 

The  property  in  the  town  assessed  by  the  local  assessors  Jan- 
uary 1,  1937,  amounted  to  $23,234,623,  a  decrease  over  the  previous 
year  (1936)  of  $6,234. 

The  real  estate  valuation  January  1,  1937,  was  $22,009,175,  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  (1936)  of  $19,335.  The  valuation  of 
personal  estate  assessed  by  the  local  assessors  January  1,  1937,  was 
$1,225,448,  a  decrease  over  the  previous  year  (1936)  of  $25,569. 

There  was  charged  on  the  excise  tax  on  automobiles  for  the  year 
1937,  $39,242.17,  an  increase  of  charges  over  the  previous  year  (1936) 
of  $5,211.81.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  year  1937  has  brought  out  several  things  relative  to  the 
schools  that  are  important  to  the  citizens. 

In  the  first  place,  after  a  year's  service  the  high  school  is 
standing  up  v^^ell.  There  have  been  practically  no  defects  in  the 
workmanship  or  material.  The  building  is,  as  it  should  be,  a  credit  to 
the  town  and  to  the  committee  that  built  it. 

Financially  the  year  has  been  a  hard  one.  Excellent  as  the  high 
school  is,  the  increased  capacity  and  accommodations  have  caused 
an  increase  in  the  bills  for  heat,  light,  water  and  janitor  service. 
Supplies  and  repairs  have  increased  in  price.  The  normal  increase 
in  salaries,  the  accidents  to  the  flag  pole  and  to  the  water  system 
at  the  Hadley  school,  together  with  the  above  facts,  have  all  but 
exhausted  our  appropriation.  Unfortunately,  too,  the  tentative  budget 
for  1938  calls  for  more  money  than  we  had  this  year. 

During  the  past  year  the  members  of  the  committee  have  been 
defendants  in  litigation  brought  by  Miss  Ada  S.  Lewis,  a  teacher  at 
the  Machon  school.  After  full  investigation  the  committee  voted  to 
retire  Miss  Lewis  for  physical  disability,  and  she  sought  reinstate- 
ment by  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  mandamus.  After  protracted  hear- 
ings the  petition  has  been  dismissed  by  the  full  bench  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court.  This  is,  of  course,  a  victoiy  for  the  committee.  Some 
of  the  townspeople  have  the  impression  that  we  have  deprived  Miss 
Lewis  of  her  pension  rights.  This  is  entirely  wrong.  On  retirement 
she  will  be  entitled  to  a  pension  and  will  receive  one. 

The  new  toilets  at  the  Clarke  school,  for  which  a  special  appro- 
priation was  made,  have  been  completed.  The  conditions  disclosed 
when  the  old  toilets  were  torn  out  showed  that  the  work  was  abso- 
lutely necessary. 
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In  the  summer  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany received  permission  to  run  buses  up  and  down  Redington  street. 
Because  of  the  obvious  danger  to  young  children  we  opposed  this. 
After  the  company  had  agreed  in  writing  that  its  buses  should  slow 
down  on  approaching,  and  stop  before  passing  the  school  we  with- 
drew our  opposition. 

In  conclusion  the  committee  wishes  to  express  to  all  persons 
connected  with  the  school  department  its  appreciation  for  the  loyal 
support  and  co-operation  that  it  has  received  during  the  past  year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Members  of  the  Swampscott  School  Committee 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
the  year  1937. 

Reporting  on  school  matters  is  of  the  nature  of  attempting  an 
inventory;  but  the  results  of  education  are  so  intangible  in  the 
present,  and  time  of  the  full  maturity  of  educational  experiments 
so  remote,  that  actual  value  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  set  with 
any  degree  of  definiteness.  We  have  all  seen  the  educational  theories 
and  practices  of  our  own  youth  modified  or  discarded  as  inadequate 
or  unsound.  We  have  seen  new  theories  arrive  to  take  their  places; 
and  we  have  seen  even  these  new  theories  swept  away  before  still 
newer  "truths"  expounded  by  enthusiasts  or  worked  out  by  some 
genius  in  organization.  So,  I  suppose,  we  shall  pass  on  from  era  to 
era,  trying  out  the  new.  retaining  a  little,  discarding  much,  and  com- 
ing back  in  the  final  analysis  to  the  fact  that  what  is  worth  keeping 
in  the  new  discoveries  is  not  so  much  new  as  it  is  a  restatement  of 
what  the  best  teachers  always  have  done  in  some  form  or  other. 
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It  is  amusing  to  read  glowing  accounts  of  up-to-date  activity 
and  experience  programs  wherein  pupils  are  actually  taken  on  visits 
to  real  places  to  see  real  things,  and  to  remember  that  thirty-six 
years  ago  this  winter,  as  a  ninth  grade  boy,  I  was  taken  by  a  little 
woman  teacher  to  read  ''Snowbound"  before  the  hearth  of  the  kit- 
chen of  Whittier's  birthplace,  the  very  scene  of  the  poem.  In  the 
long  run,  man  may  invent  and  pass  on  to  teachers  a  knowledge  of 
techniques  and  subject  matter  that  will  enable  them  to  perform  their 
teaching  duties  skillfully — and  indeed,  in  these  days  no  one  should 
be  considered  a  qualified  teacher  who  lacks  knowledge  of  such  de- 
vices. But  nothing  that  man  can  do  can  supplant  or  supply  the 
spark  of  sympathy  and  understanding  of  young  people  that  nature 
has  made  an  integral  part  of  all  great  teachers. 

Schools  are  no  better  than  their  teachers.  I  conceive  it  to  be  the 
duty  of  a  school  administration  not  only  to  be  actively  in  touch  with 
the  best  and  latest  thought  on  education,  but  to  bring  into  the  sys- 
tem teachers  who  are  keenly  alert  to  the  most  recent  developments 
in  subject  matter  and  technique  in  their  particular  fields,  and  to  en- 
courage those  teachers  already  in  service  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
many  opportunities  for  self -improvement  with  which  this  particular 
section  of  New  England  is  so  fortunately  endowed.  In  keeping  with 
these  aims  many  teachers,  as  well  as  your  superintendent,  are  at 
present  enrolled  in  graduate  work  at  Harvard  or  Boston  University. 
New  teachers  who  have  come  to  us  have  been  selected  from  numer- 
ous applicants,  and  have  finally  been  recommended  to  you  on  the 
basis  of  excellent  past  records,  substantial  educational  background, 
and  outstanding  personality.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  two  of  our 
teachers  are  esteemed  outside  of  Swampscott  to  the  extent  thac 
they  are  serving  as  presidents  of  two  regional  educational  societies. 
Mr.  Theodore  Sargent,  head  of  our  Science  Department,  is  President 
of  the  New  England  Association  of  Chemistry  Teachers,  and  Miss 
Mildred  O'Leary,  recently  appointed  head  of  our  Commercial  De- 
partment, has  just  been  elected  President  of  the  New  England  High 
School  Commercial  Teachers'  Association. 


After  a  careful  sifting  of  available  new  material  last  spring, 
we  decided  to  try  out  two  new  reading  systems  in  our  primary 
grades.  We  are  now  engaged  in  the  experiment,  with  the  Machon 
School  and  the  Stanley  School  using  one  method  and  the  Clarke 
School  and  the  Hadley  School  another.  Each  system  is  nationally 
recognized.  The  result  of  the  experiment  cannot  be  apparent  for 
some  time  to  come.  It  may  well  be  three  years  or  more  before  we 
shall  be  in  a  position  to  judge  whether  one  of  the  systems  is  to  be 
preferred  to  the  other  in  our  particular  case.  Meanwhile  we  shall 
maintain  a  careful  observation  of  apparent  results,  have  the  ser- 
vices of  reading  experts  to  guide  us  without  cost  to  ourselves,  and 
inaugurate  a  testing  program  to  obtain  a  more  accurate  picture  of 
just  what  we  are  accomplishing. 

It  is  in  this  connection  that  I  anticipate  finding  the  greatest  use 
for  the  building  assistants,  of  which  we  have  three  working  in  our 
four  elementary  schools.  It  is  probable  that  no  school  subject  has 
had  greater  beneficial  study  than  reading  during  the  past  few  years, 
because,  nation  wide,  so  many  pupils  failed  to  read  satisfactorily. 
Not  long  since,  the  belief  was  that  the  trouble  lay  in  low  mentality. 
Study  has  shown,  however,  that  this  is  not  always  the  case;  that 
reading  difficulties  lie  in  many  directions  and  arise  from  various 
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causes;  and  that  diagnosis  followed  by  remedial  work  is  necessary. 
The  regular  teacher  cannot  possibly  find  the  time  necessary  for 
treating  the  individual  cases. 

Because  our  Supervisor  of  Music  had  no  time  available  for  the 
full  development  of  instrumental  music,  we  have  added  Louis  Marino 
to  our  Music  Department  as  a  part-time  teacher.  Mr.  Marino  is  a 
product  of  our  own  schools  and  is  well  known  as  a  musician.  His 
work  with  the  school  orchestras  has  already  received  much  favorable 
comment.  It  is  now  his  ambition  and  intention  to  develop  a  school 
band.  In  this  work  he  is  starting  almost  from  scratch,  since  previous 
to  this  year  no  pupil  was  studying  any  of  the  heavier  basic  band 
instruments.  However,  through  funds  from  the  profits  of  the  High 
School  opera  and  the  Music  Clubs'  concerts,  ten  such  instruments 
are  now  available  and  are  being  loaned  to  interested  pupils  who 
otherwise  could  not  obtain  instruments.  We  are  likewise  attempting 
to  stimulate  a  general  interest  in  instrumental  music  in  the  lower 
grades,  with  two  ends  in  view;  first,  the  preparation  of  musicians 
for  our  own  orchestras;  and  second,  the  laying  of  foundations  upon 
which  may  be  built  up  those  satisfying  elements  that  give  substance 
to  later  life,  and  which  we  know  as  hobbies.  There  are  no  hobbies 
more  richly  satisfying  than  those  to  be  found  in  music. 

Five  years  ago  Domestic  Science  dropped  off  so  much  in  enroll- 
ment in  the  High  School  that  classes  under  a  separate  teacher  there 
were  discontinued.  The  lessening  of  interest  was  hardly  unexpected, 
for  the  conditions  under  which  classes  had  to  be  conducted  were 
abominable.  An  attempt,  not  too  successful,  was  made  to  continue 
these  classes  in  conjunction  with  those  at  the  Junior  High  School. 
The  presence  of  the  new  laboratories  appears  to  have  aroused  a  new 
interest,  and  this  year  the  number  of  pupils  seemed  to  warrant  a 
part-time  teacher  at  the  High  School  building.  This  teacher  has 
been  installed,  and  the  work  is  going  forward. 

There  are  other  fields  which  I  wish  we  might  expand,  but  I 
realize  that  expansion  means  greater  cost,  and  we  are  already  re- 
ceiving generously  from  the  town  in  respect  to  money.  There  might, 
for  example,  be  profit  in  having  on  our  staff  a  teacher  of  speech — 
one  who  might  not  only  develop  _and  direct  the  usual  extra-curricula 
activities  that  take  the  form  of  plays  and  pageants,  or  expand  the 
regular  work  in  diction  and  delivery,  but  one  more  especially  skilled 
in  correcting  speech  defects.  Jt  is  a  peculiar  condition  that  in  general 
such  defects  receive  so  little  attention  except  when  they  are  made 
subjects  for  ridicule.  Strangely,  the  child  with  a  speech  defect  has 
hardly  been  considered  by  the  public- at-large  a  child  physically 
handicapped,  yet  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  such  a  child  often  finds 
himself  in  a  situation  more  cruel  mentally  than  that  endured  by 
many  types  of  cripples  or  the  hard  of  hearing. 

Again,  the  Art  Supervisor  is  at  a  disadvantage  from  lack  of 
time.  Neither  the  Junior  nor  the  Senior  High  School  has  enough  of 
her  services  to  accomplish  what  might  be  accomplished,  yet  more 
hours  cannot  be  given  these  schools  without  securing  anothe. 
teacher  for  at  least  part  of  the  time. 

Outside  of  money  costs,  there  is  another  reason  why  I  feel  hesi- 
tant to  recommend  expansion,  namely,  the  fact  that  enrollment  in 
the  lower  grades  has  definitely  declined.  This  is  a  situation  not  pecu- 
liar to  Swampscott  but  noticeable  country  wide.  Statistics  indicate 
that  the  classes  entering  grade  one  in  Massachusetts  last  year 
dropped  five  thousand  pupils  below  previous  figures.  In  certain  local- 
ities this  process  has  been  going  on  since  1930,  and  has  already  be- 
gun to  effect  the  High  Schoo^ls.  Sociologists  tell  us  that  the  change 
is  one  step  in  the  predicted  stabilization  of  population,  and  that  th': 
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proportion  of  young  people  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  in  the  total 
population  has  been,  and  will  be  further,  definitely  and  permanently 
decreased  by  natural  process  and  the  extension  of  the  span  of  life. 
This  has  significant  aspects  for  education,  which  presumably  must 
rearrange  its  program  to  meet  the  altered  proportions. 

Just  how  the  change  has  begun  to  effect  Swampscott  is  evident 
in  statistics  covering  the  past  four  years.  Examining  the  data  as 
of  December  the  first,  for  each  year  since  1933,  the  following  facts 
appear: 

1.  The  average  membership  for  all  schools  has  dropped  from 
1722  to  1647,  a  loss  of  4.3%. 

2.  The  average  membership  of  grades  one  to  six,  inclusive, 
has  dropped  from  852  to  767,  a  loss  of  12.4%. 

3.  The  average  membership  of  grades  one  to  four,  inclusive, 
has  dropped  from  567  to  477,  a  loss  of  15.9%. 

Meantime : 

1.  The  average  membership  of  grades  five  and  six  has  been 
almost  stationary,  increasing  from  285  to  290,  a  gain  of  1.8%. 

2.  The  average  membership  of  the  Junior  High  School  has 
changed  even  less,  moving  from  427  to  433,  a  gain  of  1.4%. 

3.  The  average  membership  of  the  Senior  High  School  has 
grown  from  413  to  432,  a  gain  of  4.8%. 

Summarizing,  the  figures  indicate  that  while  the  average  mem- 
bership has  decreased  over  the  school  system  as  a  whole,  the  loss 
has  taken  place  entirely  in  the  first  four  grades,  and  the  effect  on  the 
whole  has  been  offset  somewhat  by  the  membership  in  the  grades 
above  four  which,  in  contrast,  have  maintained  a  normal  rate  of 
increase.  The  implications  for  us  seem  to  be  that  the  decreasing  en- 
rollment will  probably  work  upward  through  the  system,  reaching 
the  Junior  High  School  in  a  form  to  effect  its  size  about  three  years 
hence;  that  meanwhile,  for  about  six  years,  the  Senior  High  may 
continue  to  gain  at  a  normal  rate.  What  conditions  will  be  beyond 
that  point  are  beyond  conjecture  for  the  High  School.  The  guess 
would  be  that  it  will  ultimately  decline  somewhat;  but  while  the  size 
of  the  Junior  High  School  in  September  does  bear  a  rather  definite 
relationship  to  the  pupils  leaving  the  sixth  grade  in  June,  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  in  the  Swampscott  High  School,  on  the  other  hand,  has 
in  recent  years  seemed  to  have  no  direct  connection  with  the  number 
of  pupils  moving  on  from  the  Junior  High  School.  In  the  latter  case 
shifting  population  and  the  enrollment  of  post  graduates  have  been 
sufficient  to  upset  calculations  and  to  bring  about  a  rather  regular 
rate  of  Senior  High  School  increase,  even  when  decreases  seemed 
possible. 

At  any  rate,  we  are  certainly  face  to  face  with  a  declining  ele- 
mentary school  enrollment,  and  paradoxically  little  chance  to  de- 
crease our  teaching  force  on  account  of  it.  Our  elementary  schools 
are  so  definitely  serving  localities  that  no  plan  seems  logical  for 
combining  any  grades  by  transferring  pupils  to  the  end  of  eliminat- 
ing a  grade  in  any  building.  It  seems  inconceivable  at  this  time  that 
community  opinion  would  ever  permit  this  step. 

Since  there  is  due  to  be  further  growth  in  the  Senior  High 
School  for  a  while,  there  is  no  chance  to  reduce  the  faculty  at  that 
point.  Indeed,  just  at  present  another  teacher  is  definitely  needed 
there,  if  we  are  to  maintain  even  its  present  efficiency.  The  duties 
of  such  a  teacher  are  rather  clear  cut — to  provide  relief  in  the  de- 
partments of  History  and  English  and  to  develop  the  library  which 
has  been  robbed  of  much  of  its  value  this  year  because  we  have  had 
to  use  the  teacher  in  charge  almost  exclusively  in  regular  classroom 
work.  No , teacher  can  devote  full  ^ime  to  two  separate  tasks,  and  a 
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library  will  not  run  itself.  In  subject  matter  fields,  Mr.  Gray  reports 
that  he  anticipates  from  data  at  hand  at  least  one  more  section  in 
both  History  and  English  in  September.  I  suggest,  in  addition,  that 
better  provision  be  made  in  English  for  the  post  graduates,  whom 
we  evidently  have  with  us  as  a  permanent  part  of  the  school.  These 
pupils  have  in  all  cases  completed  the  regular  prescribed  English 
course,  and  on  our  present  scheme  are  offered  nothing  but  a  review 
when  they  take  their  extra  year.  It  seems  to  me  that  definite  pro- 
vision should  be  made  to  offer  them  new  literary  material  and  some 
advanced  composition  work. 

If  we  can  finance  it,  an  assistant  is  desirable  at  the  Junior 
High  School.  We  have  found  the  load  of  extra  work  that  falls  on 
regular  teaching  at  period^  of  heavy  absence  because  of  weather 
or  illness,  extremely  difficult  to  keep  abreast  of.  With  so  many  pu- 
pils breaking  into  new  subjects  like  Latin,  French,  Science  and  Al- 
gebra, together  with  the  increasing  difficulties  of  advanced  work  in 
other  subjects,  it  is  essential  to  a  pupil's  progress  that  no  step  be 
lost.  The  Junior  High  School  age  is  a  particularly  crucial  one  from 
the  standpoint  of  physical  and  mental  change,  and  the  stress  of  the 
period  is  difficult  enough  for  most  when  met  normally.  We  never 
have  had  a  paid  assistant  in  this  building,  though  for  a  year  or  two 
a  volunteer  has  performed  much  of  such  work  an  assistant  would 
do.  Probably  it  cannot  be  argued  that  the  work  of  the  school  will 
deteriorate  without  such  a  teacher,  but  it  does  seem  that  with  her 
the  work  could  be  made  that  much  more  effective,  at  least  until  the 
looked-for  decrease  in  enrollment  has  set  in  in  that  building. 


With  regard  to  the  College  Entrance  Board  Examinations,  which 
are  always  a  source  of  interest,  Mr.  Gray,  Principal  of  the  High 
School,  reports  as  follows: 

"Three  seniors,  nine  juniors  and  one  sophomore  took  College 
Board  Entrance  Examinations  in  twelve  subjects  in  June,  1937,  and 
passed  twenty  out  of  the  twenty-two  examinations  they  took.  Ten 
took  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  of  whom  seven  received  a  satis- 
factory rating. 

"The  new  thermometer  scale  of  rating  pupils  in  the  College 
Board  Examinations  proved  unsatisfactory,  because  there  was  no 
uniform  passing  mark.  For  instance,  in  one  group  of  colleges  there 
was  a  variation  of  one  hundred  points  (400  to  500)  in  the  minimum 
passing  score;  in  another  group  the  variation  was  from  367  to  425; 
in  a  third  it  was  from  429  to  500;  and  in  a  fourth  group  from  512 
to  575. 

"A  committee  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  is  working  with  a  committee  of  the  College  En- 
trance Examination  Board  in  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  a  uniform 
minimum  passing  mark  among  the  colleges." 


This  year,  for  the  first  time  in  years,  our  budget  has  not  had  to 
carry  an  item  for  the  support  of  athletics.  This  condition  we  hope  is 
permanent.  With  an  inclosed  field,  football  receipts  have  been  just 
about  large  enough  to  carry  the  entire  year's  program.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  no  sport  except  football  has  income  sufficient  to 
pay  its  own  way  in  full,  and  that  the  surplus  from  football  has  to 
make  up  the  deficiency. 

The  intention  is  to  expand  our  program  with  any  surplus  that 
may  accrue.  We  should  develop  a  track  team.  We  should  finance  all 
school  teams — golf,  tennis,  field  hockey,  track,  or  whatever  others 
may  be  desirable — and  not  ask  pupils  to  pay  their  own  way  as  we 
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have  often  had  to  do  in  the  past.  Charging  admission  to  school  athle- 
tic contests  is  defensible  only  on  the  grounds  of  providing  means  to 
supply  players  with  the  best  equipment  possible  in  order  that  they 
may  play  under  the  safest  conditions  and  with  the  greatest  enjoy- 
ment, and  to  provide  an  amount  of  equipment  which  will  allow  as 
many  as  desire  to  participate.  This  has  been,  and  I  hope  will  con- 
tinue to  be,  our  policy.  The  lowest  charge  which  will  assure  those 
ends  and  provide  a  factor  of  safety  in  case  of  a  poor  financial  sea- 
son is  the  charge  which  can  be  justified.  I  append  a  financial  state- 
ment of  the  athletic  activities,  and  from  it  you  will  observe  that 
only  a  small  surplus,  if  any  at  all,  is  likely  to  be  on  hand  by  Sep- 
tember 1,  1938. 

A  word  of  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  is 
in  order.  They  have  provided  us  with  one  of  the  best  football  fields 
that  could  be  built.  Our  boys  play  on  no  field  that  is  better.  The 
Board  has  been  co-operative  in  every  particular,  and  has  seen  to  it 
that  playgrounds  have  been  available  for  the  girls  playing  field 
hockey  and  for  the  Junior  High  School.  This  year,  thanks  to  this 
Board,  school  sports  have  been  conducted  under  better  conditions 
than  at  any  time  within  my  knowledge.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  26th  annual  report  of  services  rendered 
by  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  various  departments  during 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  had  charge  of  the  following 
lines  of  work:  designing  and  superintending  the  construction  of  all 
sewers  and  drains;  resurfacing  of  all  streets  built  by  contract,  to- 
gether with  drawing  the  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  for  the 
same;  the  establishing  of  street  lines  and  grades,  for  setting  of 
curbing  and  laying  of  sidewalks  and  all  engineering  questions  which 
come  before  the  boards  of  the  several  departments. 


One  of  the  most  important  WPA  projects,  employing  some  fifty 
or  more  men,  is  that  known  as  Hawthorne  Brook  Drain.  Beginning 
December  6,  1935,  at  the  outlet  by  the  sea  wall  on  Phillips  Beach, 
near  the  Marblehead  line,  continuing  for  a  distance  of  thirty-one 
hundred  feet  (3100),  to  the  existing  culvert  at  Humphrey  street, 
corner  of  Bradlee  avenue,  and  having  a  capacity  flow  of  two  hundred 
cubic  feet  (200)  per  second. 

The  completion  of  this  brook  culvert  has  alleviated  flood  condi- 
tions from  Humphrey  street  to  the  sea,  the  cost  being  about  |35,000 
to  the  town  with  an  additional  government  payroll  of  about 
$46,000.00. 


Farragut  road,  from  Ellis  road  to  Paradise  road,  a  distance  of 
nine  hundred  and  twenty  (920)  linear  feet,  was  resurfaced  with  a 
permanent  pavement  by  the  M.  McDonough  Co.  Inc.,  at  a  contract 
cost  of  $4,764.55. 


Atlantic  avenue,  from  the  Marblehead  line,  south,  for  a  distance 
of  five  hundred  (500)  linear  feet,  was  resurfaced  under  Chapter  90 
of  the  General  Laws,  at  a  cost  of  $4,390.55,  the  State,  county  and 
town  assuming  their  apportionate  share.

Resurfacing  Atlantic  Avenue 
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Curbing  and  Sidewalks 

Curbstones  were  set  and  Type  E  asphalt  mix  sidewalks  placed 
on  the  following  streets:  Orchard  road,  Orchard  circle,  Neighborhood 
road,  Nason  road,  and  Essex  street,  at  a  cost  of  S5,000. 

Sewers 

Sewers  were  built  on  the  following  streets:  Catalpa  circle,  (now 
Lexington  circle),  Lincoln  circle,  and  Atlantic  avenue,  at  a  total 
contract  cost  of  86,223.92,  half  of  which  cost  was  assumed  by  the 
town  and  the  other  half  being  assessed  to  the  abutters  in  accordance 
with  the  law. 

Assessors'  Department 

The  yearly  routine  work  necessary  to  bring  the  plans  and  card 
index  up  to  date  has  been  completed  for  this  department. 

Selectmen's  Department 

Data  and  estimates  have  been  furnished  this  department  and 
plans  submitted  for  their  approval. 

At  the  request  of  property  owners,  street  lines  and  grades  have 
been  given  for  grading  lawns,  sidewalks,  and  building  walls,  etc.

Planning  Board 


To  the  citizens  of  Sw^ampscott: 

The  Planning  Board  submits  herewith  its  report  for  the  vear 
1937: 

Police  Station 

The  new  police  station  which  was  constructed  under  the  vote 
of  the  special  Town  Meeting  held  March  29,  1937,  has  been  completed 
and  the  police  department  has  already  moved  in.  This  building  is  up- 
to-date  in  every  respect,  containing  cell  blocks,  a  pistol  range,  a 
dark  room  for  photography,  and  all  essentials  of  a  modern  police 
station.  It  is  constmcted  of  brick  and  is  of  Colonial  design,  in  keep- 
ing with  other  public  buildings  in  the  town. 

Municipal  Building 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
Planning  Board  had  plans  prepared  for  a  municipal  building.  These 
plans  called  for  an  office  building  constructed  of  brick  and  of  Colonial 
design  to  be  built  on  the  site  of  the  present  town  hall.  The  present 
town  hall  is  antiquated  and  inadequate.  It  should  be  replaced  as 
soon  as  the  town  can  afford  it. 

Small  Playgrounds 

Playgrounds  equipped  with  swings  and  slides  were  established 
for  the  small  children  at  Jackson  and  Abbott  Parks.  The  great  popu- 
larity of  these  playgrounds  with  the  children  shows  the  need  that 
has  existed  in  the  town  for  some  place  where  the  small  children  can 
safely  be  left  to  play.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  board  that  in  the  future 
similar  playgrounds  will  be  established  in  other  parts  of  the  town. 
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New  Billboard  Statute 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  an  article  was  put  in  the  warrant 
by  the  Planning  Board  to  establish  a  by-law  regulating  billboards 
under  the  authority  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  93,  Section  29.  This 
article  was  adopted  by  the  town.  It  gives  the  Building  Inspector 
authority  over  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  billboards  near  the 
highways  and  parks  in  the  town.  In  the  future,  Swampscott  need 
have  no  fear  that  its  scenic  beauty  will  be  marred  by  unsightly  bill- 
boards. 

Phillips  Park 

In  accordance  with  the  long  range  plans  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, enough  permanent  bleachers  were  added  to  the  football  field 
at  Phillips  Park  to  complete  one  side  of  the  field.  The  Park  Depart- 
ment hopes  to  obtain  a  large  enough  appropriation  in  1938  to  erect 
permanent  bleachers  on  the  other  side  of  the  field.  As  the  Marble- 
head  football  game  will  be  played  in  Swampscott  in  1938,  these 
bleachers  are  very  necessary  and  the  Planning  Board  believes  that 
they  should  be  erected  this  year. 

New  Planning  Board 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  1937,  the  town  of  Swamp-  - 
scott  adopted  Chapter  211  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  by  the  terms  of  which 
a  new  Planning  Board  is  established  with  much  broader  powers 
than  the  present  board.  Before  the  act  becomes  operative  in  the 
town,  it  is  necessary  to  adopt  a  by-law  specifying  the  number  of 
members  the  new  board  shall  have.  An  article  will  be  inserted  in 
the  town  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1938  to  adopt  such 
a  by-law.  If  the  article  is  passed,  the  new  Planning  Board  will  be 
elected  in  1939.

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Highway  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  of  1987. 

All  construction  work  this  year  has  been  done  by  contract.  Far- 
ragut  road,  from  Ellis  road  to  the  junction  of  Banks  and  Paradise 
roads,  was  resurfaced  with  bituminous  macadam  asphalt,  the  work 
being  done  under  contract  by  M.  McDonough  Company  of  Swamp- 
scott  and  Saugus. 

Fairview  avenue  was  reshaped  and  put  to  grade,  resurfaced  with 
tar  mix  and  rolled.    The  sidewalks  were  made  out  of  stone  dust. 

New  drains  were  laid  as  follows:  On  Ocean  avenue,  636  linear 
feet  of  12  inch  pipe  using  as  a  base  about  70  tons  of  %  inch  stone. 
Also  four  new  catch  basins  and  a  manhole  were  built  here.  On  Essex 
street  150  linear  feet  of  12  inch  pipe  was  laid  and  basin  built. 

The  usual  maintenance  of  street  surfaces  was  done  with  patch- 
ing material  made  by  our  own  department,  the  asphalt  road  oil  used 
in  making  this  being  purchased  under  contract.  This  material  was 
used  on  the  following  jobs:  Ingalls  terrace  and  Ellis  terrace  were 
both  graded,  resurfaced  and  rolled.  On  Essex  street  from  the  junc- 
tion of  Danvers  road  to  the  Salem  line  new  shoulders  to  the  road 
were  put  in.  On  Atlantic  avenue  from  Puritan  road  to  Ocean  avenue 
on  one  side  new  gutter.  Car  tracks  on  Humphrey  street  from  junc- 
tion of  Puritan  road  and  Humphrey  street  to  the  Marblehead  line 
were  filled  in. 

Repairs  have  been  made  on  sidewalks  when  needed.  Tar  asphalt 
or  concrete  walks  were  repaired  whole  or  in  part  on  the  following 
streets:  Essex,  Burrill,  Phillips,  Puritan  road  and  Puritan  avenue, 
Columbia,  Hillside  and  Beach  avenues  and  Sheridan,  Walker  and  Far- 
ragut  roads. 

In  various  parts  of  the  town  150  feet  of  curbstone  was  lowered 
to  make  driveways.  Also  125  feet  of  curb  was  reset  on  Blaney  street. 
On  Humphrey  street  three  catch  basins  were  rebuilt.  Fences  were 
rebuilt  as  follows:  260  feet  on  Essex  street  and  125  feet  at  corner 
of  Millett  and  Ocean  View  roads.  The  bridge  at  Essex  street  over 
the  B.  &  M.  tracks  had  to  be  repaired  twice  this  year  owing  to  the 
heavy  traffic  wearing  out  the  surface  planks. 

Salem  street,  Hawthorne  and  Estarbrook  roads  were  sealcoated 
with  asphalt  and  covered  with  sand. 

This  year  the  Highway  department  painted  all  the  traffic  signs 
and  placed  them  in  their  various  positions,  also  painted  all  traffic 
road  markers.  This  work  was  formerly  done  by  the  Police  depart- 
ment. 

Due  to  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  V.  F.  W.  building  on  Pine 
street  four  lanterns  had  to  be  placed  on  the  sidewalk  there  every 
night  from  December  1,  1936,  to  June  1,  1937. 

On  January  8,  1937,  a  pile  of  old  scrap  iron  that  had  been  ac- 
cumulating in  the  highway  yard  for  years  was  sold  to  L.  Zletz  for 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  which  was  paid  by  him  to  the 
town  of  Swampscott  at  the  Tax  Collector's  office. 

Continuous  Sidewalk  and  Curbstone  Program 

The  material  included  type  E  asphalt  mixture  and  curbstone 
bought  under  contract  bid  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  sod  used 
in  this  work  was  taken  from  Phillips  park  by  this  department.  There 
were  also  from  October  1  to  December  30  six  extra  men  hired  whose 
names  were  taken  from  the  top  of  the  Civil  Service  list  to  assist  in 
this  work.  The  following  is  the  list  of  sidewalks  done  with  the  ma- 
terial used  on  each  one:  Essex  street  on  north  side  from  Danvers 
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road  to  304  Essex  street,  704  linear  feet  of  curbstone  was  laid  and 
549  square  yards  of  mixture  for  surface.  Essex  street,  on  the  north 
side,  from  corner  of  Cherry  street  to  the  Lynn  line,  635  square  yards 
of  mixture  was  used  for  sidewalk,  the  curb  being)  already  in. 
Neighborhood  road  on  both  sidewalks  and  Nason  road  on  the  north 
side,  662  linear  feet  of  curb  was  laid  and  537  square  yards  of  mix- 
ture was  used  on  surface.  Orchard  road  on  east  side,  618  linear  feet 
of  curb  was  laid  and  497  square  yards  of  mixture  for  the  surface. 
Orchard  road  and  Whitman  road  on  west  side,  851  square  yards  of 
mixture  fox  sidewalk  surface,  the  curb  being  already  in. 

There  are  360'  catch  basins  in  the  town.  Three  hundred  of  these 
are  cleaned  out  twice  a  year  with  our  cat-ch  basin  cleaner.  The  other 
basins  have  to  be  done  by  hand. 

The  usual  amount  of  repairs  to  Highway  property  was  taken 
care  of,  including  painting  of  all  buildings,  sidewalk  plows  and  dump 
carts. 

Both  Fisherman's  and  Whale  beaches,  the  latter  being  in  front 
of  the  New  Ocean  House,  were  cleaned  every  day  from  May  29  to 
September  8.  Palmer's  beach  was  cleaned  fifteen  times  during  the 
summer  season.  Burrill  street,  Trom  B.  &  M.  bridge  to  the  Mon- 
ument and  Humphrey  street  from  the  Lynn  line  to  Millett  road  were 
cleaned  every  day  during  the  summer  months.  Essex  and  New  Ocean 
streets  were  cleaned  once  a  week.  All  the  streets  and  gutters  were 
cleaned  twice  this  year. 

New  equipment  has  been  added  to  the  department  as  follows: 
One  new  cement  mixer,  the  old  one  being  turned  in  toward  the  pur- 
chase price.  One  sand  spreader  and  two  new  horses,  to  take  the 
place  of  the  two  that  died. 

Snow  removal  and  sanding  slippery  streets  are  a  very  import- 
ant item.  As  snow  storms  are  of  an  emergency  nature  and  occur 
any  time  of  the  day  or  night  with  varying  force,  our  department 
must  always  be  prepared.  Our  snow  fighting  equipment  is  very  in- 
adequate and  includes  the  following: 

One  5-ton  White  truck  eleven  years  old. 

One  11/2 -ton  1934  Ford  truck. 

One  5-ton  tractor  bought  in  1927,  which  can  only  be   used  to 
plow  snow  after  a  depth  of  10  inches  or  more  has  fallen. 
One  1936  White  5-ton  truck. 

All  the  trucks  are  equipped  with  removable  blade  plows  and  the 
tractor  has  a  V  plow.  We  also  have  500  yards  of  sand  treated  with 
'cialcium  chloride. 

A  total  of  750  feet  of  snow  fence  was  put  up  on  Salem!  street, 
Crosman  and  Dennison  avenues  to  Dale  street. 

The  working  force  of  the  department  consists  of  twenty-five 
men.  This  is  one  less  than  last  year,  owing  to  the  retirement  of 
Edward  B.  Roberts,  Sr.,  on  January  15,  1937. 

I  wish  to  recommend:  that  Banks  road  from  the  junction  of 
Farragut  to  the  junction  of  Walker  road  be  resurfaced  with  bitum- 
inous macadam,  also  Walker  road  from  the  B.  &  M.  bridge  to  the 
State  road.  That  a  surface  drain  be  laid  at  Nason  road  to  eliminate 
the  flood  conditions  there  after  a  heavy  rain  storm. 

Also  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new  3% -ton  truck  to  take 
the  place  of  the  old  White  truck  which  has  been  in  service  for  the 
past  eleven  years.  These  recommendations  are  covered  by  articles 
in  the  warrant  for  the  town  meeting.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1937,  together  with  those  of  its  various  officers: 

The  year  1937  has  been  an  exceedingly  busy  one  for  this  depart- 
ment. 

The  outbreak  of  chicken  pox,  measles,  mumps  and  whooping 
cough,  that  began  during  November,  1936,  reached  its  peak  in  Jan- 
uary, when  213  cases  were  reported.  This  outbreak  was  not  confined 
to  this  community  alone,  but  was  general  throughout  the  State. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  reported,  but  we  were  unable  to 
find  any  evidence  that  the  disease  was  contracted  here. 

Two  cases  of  anterior  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  were 
reported  in  August  and  three  in  September.  Fortunately  all  of  the 
cases  were  mild  in  nature. 

Fifty-five  citizens  and  fifteen  non-residents  have  been  bitten  by 
dogs  this  year.  The  heads  of  six  dogs  and  two  cats  were  sent  to  the 
State  for  examination  and  four  of  the  dogs  were  found  to  have  pos- 
itive cases  of  rabies.  It  was  necessary  to  provide  anti-rabic  treat- 
ment for  thirteen  persons  who  had  been  bitten  or  intimately  exposed 
to  the  saliva  of  the  afflicted  dogs. 

Free  clinics  were  held  again  this  year  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
the  citizens  an  opportunity  to  have  their  dogs  immunized  against 
rabies  and  thereby  not  only  protect  themselves  and  their  animals, 
but  to  make  it  possible  to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  restraining  the 
dogs.  It  has  been  interesting  to  note  that  those  who  attend  the  clin- 
ics are  the  ones  who  do  so  year  after  year,  while  the  citizens  who 
are  opposed  to  the  restraining  of  their  dogs  are  the  very  ones  who 
do  not  co-operate  and  who  consider  that  the  liberty  of  their  dogs  is 
more  important  than  the  health  and  happiness  of  their  fellow  cit- 
izens. Rabies  is  a  disease  that  can  be  eradicated  as  easily  and  as 
thoroughly  as  diphtheria,  therefore  it  is  hard  to  understand  why 
450  of  the  700  dog  owners  of  our  town  should  deliberately  jeopardize 
the  lives  of  their  dogs,  themselves  and  their  neighbors  by  failing  to 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  for  protection  when  it  is  offered 
to  them,  free  of  charge. 

Seven  cases  of  pulmonary  and  five  cases  of  child-type  tubercu- 
losis have  been  reported  during  the  past  year.  Five  patients  were 
admitted  to  the  Essex  County  Sanatorium  at  Middleton,  and  one  pa- 
tient to  Lakeville  State  Sanatorium  at  Middleboro.  Four  patients 
have  been  discharged  from  Essex  Sanatorium  during  the  year,  two 
to  continue  treatment  at  home,  one  for  infractions  of  the  rules  and 
one  against  advice.  At  this  time  there  are  five  patients  receiving 
sanatorium  care  at  the  expense  of  this  department.  There  are  a  con- 
siderable number  of  cases  receiving  treatment  at  home  who  are 
under  the  constant  supervision  of  this  department. 

Events  of  the  past  two  years  or  more  convinced  the  board  that 
if  the  children  in  our  public  or  private  schools  are  to  be  safeguarded 
from  tuberculosis,  steps  should  be  taken  to  make  sure  that  the  teach- 
ers and  other  employees  of  the  schools,  who  are  constantly  in  inti- 
mate contact  with  the  children,  are  free  from  tuberculosis  before 
they  are  employed,  therefore  the  board,  acting  under  the  authority 
given  it  under  the  provisions  of  Section  31  of  Chapter  lU  of 
the  General  Laws,  Tercentenary  Edition,  adopted  the  following  reg- 
ulation which  should  eliminate  the  occun-ence  of  situations  similar 
to  those  which  have  existed  heretofore. 
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Procedure  in  Cases  of  Tuberculosis 

(a)  No  child  who  is  found  or  known  to  be  afflicted  with  tuber- 
culosis shall  be  permitted  to  attend  a  public  or  private  school  with- 
out a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health  or  Health  Officer. 

(b)  No  person  may  be  employed  as  a  teacher  or  otherwise  in- 
struct children  in  a  public  or  private  school  in  the  town  of  Swamp- 
scott,  without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health  or  Health  Officer. 
Before  issuing  such  a  permit  the  Board  of  Health  or  Health  Officer 
may  require  such  a  person  to  submit  to  an  X-ray,  physical  exam- 
ination and  such  other  accepted  procedures  as  are  deemed  necessary 
to  determine  the  presence  of  tuberculosis.  All  such  permits  shall 
expire  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  following  the  date  of  issue,  un- 
less sooner  revoked. 

(c)  A  teacher  or  other  person  found  or  known  to  be  afflicted 
with  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  or  any  other  form  of  tuberculosis, 
which  might  endanger  the  health  of  the  children  in  a  public  or  priv- 
ate school  in  the  town  of  Swampscott,  shall  be  excluded  therefrom 
and  the  Board  of  Health  or  Health  Officer  notified  of  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  so  excluded.  A  teacher  or  other  person  so 
excluded  shall  not  again  teach  or  otherwise  come  in  contact  with 
children  in  a  public  or  private  school  until  a  permit  has  first  been 
obtained  from  the  Board  of  Health  or  Health  Officer.  Before  issuing 
such  a  permit  the  Board  of  Health  or  Health  Officer  may  require 
said  person  to  submit  to  a  physical  examination.  X-ray  and  such  other 
accepted  procedures  as  are  deemed  necessary  to  determine  whether 
said  person  can  safely  resume  his  or  her  duties. 

(d)  Examinations  shall  be  made  by  a  physician  or  physicians 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Health  or  Health  Officer.  All  such  ex- 
aminations shall  be  free  of  charge  or  expense  to  the  person  examined. 
A  person  so  examined  may  have  his  or  her  physician  present  at  the 
examination.  X-ray  or  other  procedures. 

Semi-annual  examinations  have  been  made  of  the  teeth  of  the 
children  in  the  elementary  grades  of  the  public  and  parochial  schools 
and  the  necessary  work  done  when  authorized  and  requested  by  the 
parents. 

The  disposition  of  rubbish  and  waste  material,  by  dumping,  has 
always  been  a  bone  of  contention  and  cause  of  complaint  and  will, 
without  doubt,  continue  to  be  a  problem  for  years  to  come.  The 
members  of  this  board  are  personally  opposed  to  public  dumps,  but 
when  we  stop  to  consider  the  revenue  that  the  town  is  now  receiv- 
ing from  property  on  Forest,  Franklin  and  Norfolk  avenues,  Banks, 
Burpee,  Devens  and  Paradise  roads.  Curry  circle,  Erie,  Huron  and 
Pine  streets,  as  well  as  our  present  Phillips  Park,  all  of  which  has 
been  made  possible  by  the  maintenance  of  dumps,  we  must  admit 
and  we  feel  that  the  citizens  can  not  help  but  agree  that  dumps  have 
been  an  asset  to  the  town  in  spite  of  all  that  has  been  said  about 
them. 

New  bids  for  collecting  and  removing  ashes,  garbage,  paper  and 
other  waste  material  from  January  1,  1938,  to  December  31,  1942, 
and  the  removal  thereof  outside  the  limits  of  the  town,  were  adver- 
tised for  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws,  and  awarded  to  Joseph  G. 
Wilkish,  who  was  the  only  bidder,  for  the  sum  of  $13,000  per  year. 
A  bond  in  the  sum  of  $3,000  has  been  furnished  and  filed'  with  the 
Town  Accountant  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  contract.  Under  the  new  contract  all  ashes,  garbage,  paper  and 
other  waste  material  must  be  removed  outside  the  limits  of  the  town 
as  soon  as  collected  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  board  to  see  that 
it  is  done. 
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New  rules  and  regulations  governing;  the  keeping  and  exposing 
for  sale  of  articles  of  food,  confectionery  and  beverages  have  been 
adopted  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  as  required  by 
law. 

We  have  also  revised  our  sanitary  and  health  regulations  there- 
by removing  many  obsolete  and  bothersome  regulations  from  our 
books  and  making  the  handling  of  cases  of  communicable  diseases 
more  in  keeping  with  present  day  methods. 

A  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the  department  will  be  found 
in  the  reports  of  the  various  officers.

have  been  the  chief  factors  in  keeping  our  supply  at  its  present  high 
standard. 

In  keeping  with  the  policy  of  this  department  during  the  past 
eight  years,  no  permits  have  been  granted  for  street  sales  of  ice 
cream.  Applications  were  received  from  four  concerns  for  such  per- 
mits and  all  were  denied.  None  of  the  applicants  expressed  the  desire 
to  test  our  authority  to  prevent  street  sales  of  ice  cream,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  courts  have  upheld  the  action  of  this  department 
in  previous  cases. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  reported  during  the  year.  A  thor- 
ough investigation  was  made  of  the  case  but  we  were  unable  to  find 
any  evidence  that  involved  our  milk  supply.

The  value  of  the  dental  supervision  is  shown  in  the  very 
small  number  of  extractions  of  permanent  teeth  owing  to  the  care  of 
these  teeth  immediately  after  their  eruption.  If  these  sixth  year 
molars  are  retained,  it  means  the  rest  of  the  teeth  naturally  assume 
their  proper  place  and  dental  health  is  preserved.  .

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

In  accordance  with  our  usual  practice,  the  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare is  again  submitting  its  report  for  the  ^ear  1937  and  reporting 
on  the  large  case  loads  which  have  been  carried  during  the  year. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  1937,  we  had  high  hopes  that 
the  demand  on  the  public  purse  for  aiding  the  unfortunate  and 
needy  of  the  town  had  passed,  due  to  the  fact  the  general  business 
trend  was  distinctly  upward  and  economic  conditions  had  improved. 

However,  with  the  approach  of  the  mid-year  came  the  reverse 
of  business  conditions,  termed  by  some  as  "a  recession,"  which  re- 
sulted in  our  welfare  costs  being  increased  month  by  month  due  to 
unemployment. 

As  the  relief  applicants  have  called  upon  us  for  needed  assis- 
tance, we  have  endeavored  to  exercise  the  best  possible  judgment  in 
administering  to  their  needs.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  provide  ade- 
quately for  each  and  every  case  and  yet  restrict  expenditures  to  a 
minimum.  In  order  to  do  this  eveiy  case  has  been  budgeted  accord- 
ing to  a  standard  budget  which  we  have  set  up  within  the  depart- 
ment and  to  which  each  and  every  worker  in  the  welfare  department 
has  adhered  to  in  planning  the  budget  for  each  individual  case.  In 
following  this  procedure,  we  have  experienced  that  each  case  can  be 
justly  dealt  with. 

All  persons  who  were  capable  of  working  were  given  cash  aid 
instead  of  food  orders,  with  the  understanding  that  the  cash  would 
be  used  for  food.  They  were  requested  to  work  out  aid  rendered  on 
the  Park  Department,  Highway  Department,  Town  Hall,  and  any 
other  department  in  the  town  which  was  desirous  of  having  extra 
help.  By  this  procedure  the  town  was  able  to  get  work  done  in  re- 
turn for  money  spent,  which  proved  beneficial,  both  to  the  town  and 
to  the  recipient. 

During  the  year  1937  we  had  aid  worked  out  by  the  recipients 
amounting  to  approximately  §1,687.50,  for  which  the  town  received 
back  in  labor  an  estimated  amount  of  1900  hours  on  the  Highway 
Department,  200  hours  on  the  Moth  Department,  and  600  hours  on 
the  Park  Department,  or  a  total  of  2700  hours.  We  feel  that  the 
town  should  foresee  that  this  type  of  labor  is  available  and  are 
suggesting  again  to  the  Finance  Committee  that  this  type  of  labor 
be  used  and  reduce  expenditures  by  having  articles  in  the  warrant 
call  for  the  material  costs  only. 

The  work  on  the  Highway  Department  included  miscellaneous 
work  which  this  department  had  to  have  done,  while  on  the  Moth 
Department  the  men  were  used  to  clean  up  under  brush.  The  Park 
Department  had  the  men  grading  soil  on  the  various  parks.  We 
also  complied  with  a  request  from  the  School  Department  and  men 
were  used  to  work  at  the  High  School  building. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  that  anticipated 
relief  from  the  public  obligation  of  caring  for  the  unfortunate  poor, 
unprepared  aged,  and  dependent  children,  is  not  yet  in  sight,  and 
although  the  federal  government,  with  its  visions  of  social  security 
and  readjustment  of  conditions,  is  taking  more  of  a  hand  in  setting 
up  methods  and  policies  of  operations,  the  major  consequence  is  an 
ever  changing  program  which  necessitates  added  administrative 
personnel  and  more  investigation  work  by  the  department. 
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Social  Security 

The  welfare  recipients  and  not  the  town  benefit  to  the  greatest 
extent  by  the  Social  Security  legislation. 

The  added  number  eligible  under  the  Federal  and  State  program 
and  the  requirements  of  the  town  paying  a  State  tax  for  deficits  in 
the  State  expenditures  has  placed  a  much  greater  burden  upon  the 
municipalities  than  ever  before. 

Federal  legislation  •  brought  about  a  change  by  transferring 
from  what  was  formerly  called  Mother's  Aid  to  what  is  now  termed 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children. 

Under  the  law,  any  person  having  charge  of  dependent  children 
may  become  recipients  of  this  aid  and  no  settlement  in  the  munici- 
pality is  required.  The  Federal  government  pays  one-third  up  to 
$18  per  month  for  the  first  child  and  $12  a  month  each  for  the  other 
children  and  the  State  pays  one-third.  The  remainder  is  charged  to 
the  town. 

This  is  a  doubtful  benefit  to  the  town,  for  under  the  Mother's 
Aid  law  the  State  paid  for  all  the  aid  when  there  was  no  legal  set- 
tlement for  those  receiving  this  aid. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  say  that  we  are  very  grateful  to  Tim- 
othy J.  Ryan,  Surveyor  of  Highways,  and  Frederick  C.  Burk,  Tree 
Warden,  for  their  co-operation  in  extending  the  use  of  their  equip- 
ment and  men  in  transporting  food  commodities  from  Salem  to  the 
W.  P.  A.  Commodity  Center,  and  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  and 
appreciation. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Police  Department,  Swamp- 
scott  Viisting  Nurse  and  Family  Welfare  Association,  local  physi- 
cians, druggists  and  fuel  concerns  who  have  co-operated  in  aiding 
the  Welfare  Department  with  the  great  many  burdens  which  have 
confronted  us. 

We  appreciate  the  co-operation  from  the  Town  Counsel  relative 
to  bills  which  have  been  in  dispute  for  some  time  and  his  aid  in 
clarifying  technicalities  in  the  law  which  have  arisen  during  the 
year. 

As  in  previous  years,  we  have  had  many  requests  for  workers 
for  private  employment  and  we  have  gladly  recommended  people 
for  employment  and  we  have  endeavored  to  send  people  whom  we 
thought  were  qualified  to  do  the  necessary  work  required. 

From  money  spent  from  our  appropriations,  during  the  year 
1937,  we  received  in  reimbursement  to  date,  $16,471.81.  This  money 
comes  from  the  State,  other  cities  and  towns,  and  individuals,  and 
adding  the  balance  left  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  will  turn  a  total  of 
$17,741.87  back  to  the  town,  which  can  be  used  to  reduce  the  tax 
rate  during  the  year  1938.  We  also  have  a  balance  of  $2,999.54  on 
hand  as  of  January  1,  1938,  returned  from  the  Federal  government 
to  be  used  for  welfare  purposes  only,  which  cannot  be  turned  back 
to  the  town.  In  preparing  our  budget  for  1938  we  have  deducted  this 
amount,  thereby  requesting  approximately  $3,000  less  than  last 
year. 

Unpaid  bills  for  aid  rendered  by  other  cities  and  towns,  dating 
as  far  back  as  1932,  which  have  been  in  dispute  for  some  time  are 
now  in  the  process  of  being  cleaned  up  and  a  special  article  will  be 
inserted  in  the  warrant  calling  for  $1,706.93  to  pay  same.  By  agree- 
ment, the  city  of  Lynn  will  abate  $201.63,  as  our  departments  have 
agreed  that  the  cases  involved  were  not  Swampscott  settled  cases. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  again  selected  and  made  ready 
eight  young  men  who  wished  to  enroll  for  the  Civilian  Conservation 
Corps.  These  young  men  came  from  large  families.  These  people  not 
only  benefited  themselves  but  were  able  to  help  at  home.  The  $25 
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which  is  sent  to  their  families  by  the  Federal  government  is  a 
great  help  in  reducing  the  aid  rendered  by  this  department.  The  re- 
maining |5  is  used  by  the  person  enrolled  for  his  needs. 

Duties  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department 

1.  Direction  of  public  relief,  both  indoor  and  outdoor,  given  to 
unsettled  persons  by  other  cities  and  towns. 

2.  Supervision  of  aid  to  dependent  children  rendered  by  the 
town. 

3.  Care  and  maintenance  of  delinquent,  neglected  and  depen- 
dent children  coming  into  the  custody  of  the  department  through 
court  commitment  or  otherwise. 

4.  Institutional  custody  and  treatment  of  juvenile  offenders 
committed  by  the  courts  and  the  care  of  these  children  in  families. 

5.  Investigation  and  assigning  of  young  men  between  the  ages 
of  17  and  23  to  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps. 

6.  Notification  of  the  State,  other  cities  and  towns  within 
the  required  time  to  obtain  reimbursements  on  all  cases. 

7.  Investigation  of  bank  accounts,  postal  savings  and  any  other 
source  of  income  or  equity  in  properties. 

Among  the  other  supervisory  and  inspectional  duties  of  the  de- 
partment may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

1.  Visitation  and  inspection  of  care  given  children  supported 
by  the  town. 

2.  Visitation  and  investigation  of  care  given  to  all  adults  sup- 
ported in  families  other  than  their  own. 

3.  Reception  and  classification  of  persons  supported  or  relieved 
and  the  cost  thereof. 

4.  Investigation  of  legal  settlement  of  all  cases  supported,  re- 
lieved or  buried  by  the  town.

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We  pointed  out  last  year  that  in  making  comparisons  you  will 
note  that  it  becomes  necessary  each  year  to  bring  figures  up  to  date 
because  of  the  unknown  facts  which  appear  the  following  year,  such 
as  abatements  or  unpaid  bills  that  are  in  dispute. 

In  the  past  a  number  of  bills  have  been  sent  to  us  for  pajnnenw 
after  the  year  has  closed.  These  bills  come  from  other  cities  and 
towns  aiding  persons  with  a  settlement  in  Swampscott. 

In  1937,  our  Old  Age  Assistance  cost  was  $18,221.25  more  than 
in  1936.  Mother's  Aid,  now  known  as  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  is 
the  most  costly  form  of  relief,  and  this  account  shows  an  Increase 
of  $2,501.32  over  1936.  We  are  caring  for  double  the  number  of  cases 
on  this  form  of  relief  over  1936  as  the  comparison  of  persons  aided 
will  show.

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The  responsibility  of  granting  aid  and  knowing  the  law,  sub- 
mitting reports  on  time,  making  proper  notification  within  the  re- 
quired time  and  being  able  to  depend  on  our  clerks  to  function  pro- 
perly, due  to  the  fact  we  do  not  function  as  a  full  time  board,  calls 
for  unusual  consideration. 

We  feel  that  the  abatements  in  the  past  years  is  an  indication 
that  we  have  used  good  judgment  in  deciding  this  matter. 

Following  are  some  of  the  duties  of  this  department: 

1.  Take  applications. 

2.  Check  with  banks  and  insurance  companies. 

3.  Verify  Swampscott  settlements  or  those  of  other  cities  and 
towns. 

4.  List  names  and  amounts  on  Old  Age  Assistance  payrolls 
twice  a  month. 

5  .  Take  care  of  all  communications. 

6.  Notify  outside  cities  and  towns  when  applicants  have  outside 
settlements. 

7.  Make  out  monthly  Social  Security  Act  reports  in  detail. 

8.  Make  out  monthly  rejection  report  for  the  State. 

9.  Copy  all  applications  and  forward  to  State,  and  notify  the 
State  thereafter  of  all  business  pertaining  to  the  individual  cases. 

10.  Arrange  a  weekly  calendar. 

11.  Keep  up  to  date  a  detailed  annual  report  for  the  State  on 
all  applicants. 

12.  Figure  individual  bills  to  other  cities  and  towns  on  each 
recipient  with  outside  settlements. 

13.  Make  out  detailed  individual  bills  to  the  State  for  each  ap- 
plicant aided  during  the  year. 

14.  Many  other  varied  duties  which  present  themselves  during 
the  course  of  regular  work. 

We  hereby  close  our  report,  and  at  this  time  we  wish  to  extend 
our  thanks  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare, Abbie  E.  Robinson,  and  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Bureau  of  Old 
Age  Assistance,  Elizabeth  H.  Burckes,  and  to  the  Secretary  and 
Settlement  Clerk,  Richard  Chambers,  for  the  fine  co-operation  re- 
ceived during  the  past  year.

SURPLUS  COMMODITIES  DISTRIBUTION 


We  have  continued  to  have  the  food  and  clothing  distribution 
projects  located  at  154  Humphrey  street  and  at  Hegarty's  store, 
Essex  street,  Swampscott. 

During  the  year  closing  December  31,  1937,  the  following  food 
commodities  were  distributed  to  157  families,  representing  591  per- 
sons, all  of  whom  were  certified  by  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare.

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The  above  food  commodities  represented  a  total  valuation  of 
$3,913.00.  In  addition  to  the  food  commodities  we  received  a  supply 
of  comforters  valued  at  $215,  and  7,143  articles  of  clothing  which 
was  distributed,  valued  at  $7,370.00.  The  clothing  was  a  variation  of 
about  30  different  kinds  of  apparel  for  men,  women  and  children. 

The  sub-commissary  at  Hegarty's  store  on  Essex  street  has  con- 
tinued without  interruption  through  the  year.  At  the  present  time 
20  families  at  the  extreme  upper  end  of  the  town  are  being  dispensed 
food  commodities  from  this  center. 

Doubtless  the  daily  distribution  of  milk  which  began  on  Novem- 
ber 3,  1937,  and  which  is  still  in  process,  has  been  the  outstanding 
feature  of  the  year.  About  75  families  are  daily  calling  for  the  132 
quarts  of  milk  which  are  available  each  morning.  People  have  been 
very  appreciative  of  this  commodity  so  basic  to  good  health  and 
nutrition. 

The  total  amount  of  all  commodities  received  represented  a  total 
value  of  $11,498.00. 

The  above  information  was  furnished  to  us  by  Reginald  L. 
Webb,  chief  clerk  of  our  distribution  center  and  the  office  of  George 
W.  Dunn,  State  director  of  the  Massachusetts  surplus  commodities 
division. 

I  have  been  given  to  understand  that  our  clothing  will  be  less, 
in  view  of  the  fact  the  sewing  project  has  been  closed  down  and  we 
are  not  contributing  towards  same.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  we 
have  had  very  few  requests  from  welfare  recipients  for  clothing 
and  I  believe  our  welfare  costs  have  been  kept  at  a  minimum  in  this 
respect.

BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  takes  pleasure  in  submitting 
its  report  for  the  year  1937  as  an  organization  of  a  separate  bureau 
set  up  under  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare.  This  is  in  accordance 
with  Section  2  of  the  law,  which  states  that  two  members  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  one  citizen,  appointed  by  the  two  mem- 
bers, shall  compose  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance.  The  function 
of  this  bureau  is  to  act  on  applications  received  by  the  department 
and  to  render  assistance  to  those  who  are  eligible  under  the  Old 
Age  Assistance  law,  taking  all  the  resources  of  an  applicant  into 
consideration. 

There  was  a  total  of  153  persons  who  were  aided  and  10  appli- 
cations which  were  rejected  during  the  year.  As  each  case  is  judged 
on  its  merits  and  all  applicants  are  investigated  and  reviewed  quar- 
terly, in  accordance  with  the  Federal  government's  regulation,  under 
the  Social  Security  Act,  this  entails  a  considerable  amount  of  detail 
work  and  utmost  patience  in  order  to  assure  all  recipients  being 
given  equal  consideration. 

We  have  considered  the  importance  of  keeping  costs  down  by 
making  contracts  with  town  physicians,  druggists,  fuel  and  oil  con- 
cerns, and  issuing  cards,  showing  where  the  discounts  may  be  ob- 
tained. At  this  time  we  would  like  to  thank  all  for  their  considera- 
tion in  co-operating  with  the  town  by  offering  these  discounts.  We 
were  also  fortunate  in  being  able  to  obtain  milk,  food,  and  clothing, 
through  the  Federal  Commodity  Center,  and  all  Old  Age  Assistance 
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recipients  are  eligible  for  the  commodity  card  which  is  issued 
through  this  office. 

There  is  considerable  amount  of  work  to  be  done  on  all  applica- 
tions, as  it  is  necessary  to  check  banks,  postal  savings,  insurance 
companies,  and  in  addition  to  determine  the  resources  and  ability 
of  children  to  assist  and  the  settlement  of  each  person.  The  settle- 
ment laws  are  very  complicated,  and  as  they  only  allow  thirty  days 
in  which  to  acknowledge  or  deny  settlement,  it  is  necessary  that  all 
applications  must  receive  prompt  attention.  We  are  fortunate  in 
having  capable  and  efficient  workers  in  our  department,  and  through 
their  earnest  efforts  they  have  enabled  the  town  to  save  considerable 
sums  of  money  on  settlements. 

For  information  to  the  citizens  of  the  town,  we  are  submitting 
a  comparison  of  persons  aided  under  the  Old  Age  Assistance  law 
for  the  years  1935-1936-1937.

Reimbursements 

With  reference  to  reimbursements,  we  would  like  the  citizens  to 
know  that  every  effort  was  made  to  see  that  the  town  received  reim- 
bursements for  money  spent. 

During  the  year  1937  we  had  a  decision  rendered  by  the  Appeal 
Board  of  the  State,  whereby  we  were  informed  to  make  retroactive 
payments  on  a  case  that  had  been  brought  before  them  and  the  town 
would  not  be  reimbursed  for  our  proportionate  share  of  Federal 
funds,  as  the  Federal  government  did  not  reimburse  for  such  retro- 
active payments. 

However,  after  taking  this  matter  up  with  State  representatives 
we  referred  the  matter  to  our  United  States  Senator,  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge,  Jr. 
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Mr.  Lodg-e,  who  has  always  been  very  co-operative  with  our  de- 
partment, took  this  matter  up  with  A.  J.  Altmeyer,  Chairman  of  the 
United  States  Social  Security  Board,  which  was  later  discussed  with 
the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  and  a  decision  was 
rendered  that  cities  and  towns  should  be  reimbursed  for  retroactive 
payments  on  cases  similar  to  the  one  which  we  had  taken  up  with 
our  United  States  Senator. 

After  obtaining-  this  information  in  writing  from  Senator  Henry 
Cabot  Lodge,  Jr.,  we  mailed  copies  of  the  decision  rendered  by  the 
officials  of  the  Federal  government  to  the  State  officials  of  Massa- 
chusetts. In  return  we  received  a  very  appreciative  letter  from  the 
State  authorities,  thanking  us  for  our  interest,  as  it  helped  in  solv- 
ing a  very  difficult  problem  in  matters  dealing  with  Social  Security. 

We  cite  this  case  as  an  example  to  the  townspeople  so  that  they 
may  know  of  some  of  the  difficult  problems  which  arise  during  the 
course  of  a  year. 

We  hereby  close  our  report  for  the  year  1937  and  at  this  time 
we  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  Abbie  E.  Robinson,  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Elizabeth  H.  Burckes,  Clerk 
of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  and  Richard  Chambers,  Secre- 
tary and  Settlement  Clerk,  for  their  fine  co-operation  rendered  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

PUBLIC  WELFARE  INVESTIGATOR 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  investigator 
and  visitor  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  Bureau  of  Old 
Age  Assistance.  ' 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1937,  we  had  a  combined 
total  of  202  cases  on  Public  Welfare  and  Old  Age  Assistance,  which 
shows  an  increase  of  48  cases  over  the  preceding  year.  This  increase 
is  due  to  the  fact  we  have  had  a  slight  business  recession  and  most 
work  has  been  more  or  less  seasonable,  which  caused  the  number  of 
cases  seeking  assistance  to  fluctuate. 

This  total  of  202  cases  represented  128  for  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  11  for  the  department  of  Aid  for  Dependent  Children.  As  the 
town  receives  reimbursements  from  the  Federal  and  State  g-overn- 
ments  and  the  Social  Security  laws  are  very  rigid,  it  was  necessary 
for  me  to  make  four  calls  yearly  on  139  cases,  a  total  of  556  calls, 
to  comply  with  the  Social  Security  rules.  This  insures  the  town 
against  loss  of  reimbursements.  The  fact  that  556  visits  had  to  be 
made  in  a  year  in  addition  to  the  investigation  of  all  other  cases 
seeking  relief,  and  investigation  of  employers  to  determine  if  the 
applicant  had  any  other  source  of  income,  entailed  a  great  deal  of 
added  time  and  effort.  As  each  new  person  applied  it  was  necessary 
to  visit  them  in  their  home  to  make  a  report  on  their  circumstances 
and  home  conditions  before  their  application  could  be  granted. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  number  of  applicants  we  had  183 
requests  for  aid  on  welfare  and  10  applications  for  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance which,  after  a  thorough  investigation,  were  rejected  by  the  de- 
partment, because  applicants  had  incom.e  from  part  time  work  or 
through  other  sources,  making  them  ineligible  for  assistance  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  General  Laws.  I  have  also  had  to  appear  at  court 
on  various  cases  relative  to  welfare  applicants  in  addition  to  travel- 
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ing"  to  other  cities  and  towns  to  obtain  information  in  order  that  we 
mightl  determine  the  settlements  of  applicants. 

Eight  boys  were  sent  to  C.  C.  C.  camps  during-  this  year,  and 
although  we  made  every  effort  to  send  others  the  C.  C.  C.  officials 
would  not  accept  more,  due  to  a  reduction  in  their  funds  by  Congress. 

I  have  received  from  and  rendered  to  the  Swampscott  Welfare 
Committee,  the  Visiting  Nurse,  Miss  Sylvia  Chesley,  and  other  char- 
itable organizations  the  fullest  co-operation,  and  I  wish  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  all  others  who  have  co-operated  with  me.

Contributory  Retirement  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

At  the  State  election  held  on  Tuesday,  November  3,  1936,  the 
town,  by  a  vote  of  2,597  yes  to  1,027  no,  voted  to  accept  the  provi- 
sions of  Chapter  318  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  which  is  "An  act  providing 
for  contributory  retirement  systems  for  cities  and  towns."  This 
enabled  the  town  to  establish  a  contributory  retirement  system  for 
its  employees. 

The  act  provides  that  the  Town  Accountant  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Retirement  Board  ex  officio,  that  one  member  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Selectmen  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  commencing 
on  July  1,  1937,  who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  system,  and  one 
person  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  system,  to  be  appointed  to  serve 
for  a  term  of  one  year. 

On  June  3,  Martin  P.  Sylvester  was  appointed  for  the  three  year 
term,  and  on  July  22  Donald  Redfern,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Pu'blic  Welfare,  was  appointed  for  the  one  year  term. 

The  board  met  on  July  26  and  organized  with  the  choice  of  Don- 
ald Redfern  as  chairman  and  Horace  R.  Parker  as  secretary. 

There  were  178  employees  and  officials  of  the  town  who  were 
eligible  to  membership  prior  to  September  26,  which  was  the  final 
date  on  which  membership  was  optional.  Hereafter,  any  person  en- 
tering the  employ  of  the  town  on  a  permanent  basis,  and  who  is  less 
than  55  years  of  age,  automatically  becomes  a  member  of  the  sys- 
tem after  a  service  of  90  days. 

The  town  of  Swampscott  has  provided  that  without  any  contrib- 
utions members  of  the  police  and  fire  departments  and  laborers  may 
be  retired  upon  half  pay  under  certain  contingencies  and  after  a  cer- 
tain length  of  service.  For  that  reason  no  regular  member  of  the 
police  or  fire  departments,  or  of  the  highway  department,  elected 
to  become  a  member  of  the  contributory  retirement  system,  but  each 
"waived  all  present  or  prospective  benefits  which  would  enure  to 
them  on  account  of  the  participation  in  the  Contributory  Retirement 
System."  From  the  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  new  system, 
however,  the  non-contributory  system  ceases  to  exist  as  to  any  new 
employee,  but  those  who  were  under  the  old  system  at  that  time 
will  continue  to  receive  its  benefits. 
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The  act  provided  that  any  person  who  was  70  or  over  on  July 
1,  1937,  could  become  a  member  of  the  system'  on  requesting  and 
being:  granted  an  extension  of  not  more  than  two  years,  which  would 
mean  retirement  not  later  than  June  30,  1939.  On  thei  other  hand, 
a  member  of  the  system  who  reaches  the  retirement  age  of  70  after 
July  1,  1937,  must  retire  on  his  70th  birthday. 

The  following  persons,  being  over  70  years  of  age  on  July  1st, 
1937,  were  granted  extensions  at  their  request: 

L.  Herbert  Gaboon,  Thomas  S.  Carroll  to  September  30,  1937. 
Nathaniel  R.  Martin,  George  D.  R.  Durkee,  Gharles  E.  Hodgdon, 
James  Warnock,  Glarence  D.  Kendrick,  Jefferson  G.  Owens,  Sr.  to 
and  including  July  1,  1939.  The  age  of  retirement  of  members  of 
the  fire  department  is  65  years  with  credit  of  an  additional  five  years. 

Employees  who  were  70  or  over,  who  did  not  join  the  new  sys- 
tem, are  privileged  to  continue  as  long  as  they  desire,  but  will  re- 
ceive no  pension  benefits. 

The  following  persons  have  been  retired  under  the  new  system: 

September  5 — Leverett  T.  Holder,  janitor  of  the  High  School. 

September  30 — L.  Herbert  Gaboon,  janitor  of  the  Town  Hall; 
Thomas  S.  Garroll,  assistant  janitor  of  the  Town  Hall. 

The  retirement  allowance  of  each  member  of  the  system  is  fixed 
by  the  State  Department  of  Insurance. 

The  Division  of  Insurance  has  established  the  amount  to  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  in  1938  as  $8,663  and 
under  the  law  this  amount  must  be  appropriated  by  the  town  in  ad- 
dition to  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  expense  fund  and  an  est- 
imated amount  for  interest  deficiency  on  funds,  established  on  a 
basis  of  three  per  cent  per  annum.

Crime 

Our  records  show  no  cause  for  alarm  as  to  existing  crime  condi- 
tions. The  majority  of  house  breaks  were  the  work  of  boys  and  very 
little  of  value  was  stolen  in  most  cases.  We  have  good  reason  to  be 
proud  of  the  fact  that  the  thief  and  robber  have  failed  to  find 
Swampscott  a  safe  place  to  operate. 


Police  Station 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  for  making  possi- 
ble the  construction  of  a  new  police  station.  The  members  of  the 
special  committee  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  to  supervise 
the  construction  and  equipping  of  the  new  building  deserve  all  credit 
for  the  work  that  has  been  done.  It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  addition- 
al funds  will  be  appropriated  to  complete  the  station  during  the  com- 
ing year.  It  was  open  to  public  inspection  on  December  11  so  I  do  not 
feel  it  necessary  to  give  a  lengthy  description  of  the  place  at  this 
time.  I  might  say,  however,  that  I  am  sure  our  new  headquarters  is 
all  we  had  hoped  for. 
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Janitor 

The  size  of  the  police  station  does  not  warrant  the  services  of  a 
full-time  janitor,  but  it  is  necessary  that  a  man  be  eng-aged  in  this 
capacity  for  two  days  each  week.  The  reserve  force  consists  of  thres 
men,  one  of  whom  is  now  serving  as  janitor.  In  this  way  he  is 
available  for  police  work,  if  necessary. 

Police  Training 

Target  practice  is  very  essential  in  the  training  of  the  police 
officer.  A  policeman  is  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  life 
and  property,  and  it  is  only  proper  that  he  be  trained  in  the  various 
duties  which  he  is  called  upon  to  perform.  He  is  required  and  ex- 
pected to  be  expert  in  the  proper  use  of  his  equipment  and  to  be  able 
to  effect  an  arrest  or  protect  himself  or  another  from  assault  or 
injury.  This  requires  consideraible  knowledge  of  the  various  forms 
of  self  defense,  and  expert  use  of  the  revolver  requires  a  great  deal 
of  practice.  For  this  reason,  I  sincerely  hope  our  new  range  will  be 
completed  during  the  coming  year. 

Sergeancy 

During  the  year  I  was  consulted  by  Selectmen  Robert  Byrne 
and  Kenneth  Ulman  relative  to  the  necessity  of  a  second  sergeant 
in  the  police  department.  It  was  decided  that  such  an  appointment 
was  necessary,  and,  at  their  request,  I  recommended  that  an  addi- 
tional sergeant  be  named. 

Firearms 

Licenses  to  carry  a  pistol  or  revolver  were  issued  to  107  resi- 
dents of  the  town  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property  and  for 
target  practice.  In  addition,  14  permits  to  purchase  firearms  were 
issued.  Crime  is  a  permanent  institution,  and  the  criminal  can  obtain 
weapons  of  death  and  destruction  very  easily.  Therefore,  I  believe 
that  the  right  of  the  decent  citizen  to  keep  and  carry  firearms  should 
be  guarded  with  the  utmost  care. 

Citizens'  Military  Police  Force 

This  force  consisting  of  fifty  public  spirited  citizens  rendered 
valuable  assistance  to  the  police  department  on  July  4  and  October 
30.  These  men  deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  willingly  giving  of 
their  time  and  effort  in  helping  to  preserve  law  and  order. 

Avoiding  Stigma  on  Juveniles 

In  keeping  with  the  policy  of  the  police  department,  every  ef- 
fort has  been  made  to  keep  the  names  of  juveniles  off  the  police 
records  of  arrests.  Unfortunately,  there  are  only  too  many  instances 
when  it  is  impossible  to  do  so. 

Appreciation 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  57  and  Auxiliary 
of  the  American  Legion,  the  police  department  was  granted  the  use 
of  their  headquarters  as  a  temporary  police  station  from  July  23 
to  December  9.

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners for  the  year  ending,  December  31,  1937: 

In  September,  1937,  Leonard  F.  Burdett  resigned  as  Park  Com- 
missioner to  accept  a  position  which  made  it  necessary  for  him  to 
move  from  town.  Mr.  Burdett's  resignation  was  accepted  with  much 
regret,  as  his  constant  attention  to  the  details  of  park  business  and 
his  whole-hearted  efforts  to  constantly  improve  park  conditions  were 
directly  responsible  for  the  successful  completion  of  the  many  pro- 
jects undertaken  during  his  tenure  of  office.  Mr.  Burdett  carries  with 
him  the  best  wishes  for  every  success,  not  only  from  the  present 
membership  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  but  also  from  the 
townspeople  as  well. 

Mr.  Burdett's  place  on  the  board  was  filled  by  Frederick  C. 
Burk,  present  head  of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Departments.  Mr.  Burk 
was  appointed  unanimously  by  the  Selectmen  and  Park  Commission- 
ers and  he  has  already  shown  that  his  selection  was  more  than  jus- 
tified. 

Abbott  Park 

Following  the  trend  of  recent  years  this  park  has  been  devoted 
more  and  more  to  the  playground  activities  of  the  smaller  children. 
This  year  playground  apparatus  was  placed  on  this  park  and  the 
constant  use  of  this  equipment  showed  how  appreciative  the  children 
were  for  it. 

The  Abbott  memorial,  located  on  this  park,  was  rapidly  being 
ruined  because  of  children  climbing  on  it.  This  memorial  plot  was 
enclosed  this  year  by  an  ornamental  iron  fence  which  has  afforded 
the  necessary  protection  without  destroying  its  beauty. 

A  bubbler  fountain  was  also  installed  on  this  playground  for 
the  convenience  of  the  children  and  will  be  kept  in  operation  as  long 
as  it  remains  undamaged. 

Several  complaints  were  filed  with  the  Park  Commission  during 
the  summer  by  autoists  whose  cars  had  been  struck  by  baseballs 
while  passing  this  playground.  Luckily  no  serious  accidents  or  dam- 
ages resulted  but  the  Park  Commissioners  feel  that  the  possibility  of 
serious  accident  is  present  and  accordingly  are  discontinuing  the 
playing  of  baseball  at  this  park. 

Blaney  Beach 

The  Administration  Building  is  in  a  good  state  of  repair  again 
after  a  slight  fire  which  started  in  one  of  the  lockers.  The  parking 
space  was  again  used  to  capacity,  once  more  showing  the  need  of 
additional  space  for  townspeople  to  park  their  cars  at  or  near  this 
beach. 

Due  to  the  activities  of  the  Puritan  Civic  League,  money  was 
obtained  for  the  placing  of  a  special  patrolman  on  duty  on  Blaney 
Beach  Reservation  to  keep  order  and  to  enforce  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations applying  to  the  beach.  The  regulations  governing  the  con- 
duct of  persons  using  the  beach  were  printed  on  linen  and  posted  in 
several  conspicuous  places  for  all  to  see.  The  result  of  this  move 
was  highly  satisfactory  and  many  expressions  of  approval  were  re- 
ceived from  townspeople. 

William  McGettrick  was  placed  on  the  beach  as  lifeguard  and 
performed  his  duties  in      highly  efficient  manner.  Here,  again,  the 
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placing  of  the  special  officer  on  the  reservation  was  more  than  jus- 
tified, as  it  permitted  Mr.  McGettrick  to  occupy  himself  strictly 
with  the  duties  of  lifeguard  unhindered  by  trying  to  maintain  order 
on  the  beach. 

Jackson  Park 

The  baseball  diamond  on  Jackson  Park  was  in  use  constantly 
during  the  entire  season,  but  has  in  no  way  suffered  because  of  this 
constant  use.  Wooden  bleachers  were  built  during  this  year  for  the 
convenience  of  those  attending  the  games  and  additions  will  be  made 
to  these  from  time  to  time. 

Playground  equipment  was  also  installed  in  a  shady  spot  ideally 
located  for  children  during  the  hot  weather.  This  equipment  received 
much  use  but  was  so  abused  that  we  question  seriously  the  wisdom 
of  its  use  next  year. 

A  horseshoe  court  was  laid  out  and  regulation  shoes  provided. 
Here,  again,  we  found  no  appreciation  of  these  efforts,  as  the  horse- 
shoes were  stolen  soon  after  the  installation  of  the  court. 

A  chain-link  fence  was  erected  along  the  street  boundary  of  the 
baseball  playing  field  to  insure  against  accidents  which  might  be 
incurred  by  players  running  into  the  heavy  traffic  Essex  street  now 
has. 

The  tennis  courts  at  Jackson  Park  were  in  constant  use  when- 
ever weather  permitted.  New  wire  must  be  stretched  around  these 
courts  next  year,  as  the  old  wire  has  rotted  beyond  repair. 

Monument  Avenue 

This  area,  stretching  back  from  the  Soldiers'  monument  to 
Rowland  Park,  has  been  given  little  care  in  the  past  few  years,  due 
to  lack  of  money  for  materials  and  labor.  During  1937,  however,  we 
re-established  some  of  the  flower  beds  and  replaced  some  of  the 
evergreens.  The  work  of  planning,  installing  and  keeping  up  of  the 
flower  beds  was  done  by  Prideaux,  Inc.,  and  the  colorful  result  was 
appreciated  by  the  entire  town.  We  intend  to  continue  to  improve  the 
appearance  of  this  area,  which  is  one  spot  in  town  constantly  under 
the  eyes  of  not  only  the  townspeople  but  also  of  the  many  people 
passing  through  or  visiting  our  town. 

The  Soldiers'  Monument  plot  was  regraded  and  sown  to  creep 
ing  bent  stolons  during  this  fall.  The  old  turf  was  largely  witch 
grass  and  dandelions  and  had  been  let  go  so  long  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  start  all  over  in  order  to  get  a  well-kept,  healthy  stand  of 
grass. 

Phillips  Park 

Sixty  feet  of  steel  stands  were  added  to  the  seven  sections  along 
the  easterly  side  of  the  football  playing  field,  thus  giving  us  one  full 
side  of  excellent  appearing  and  sturdy  bleachers. 

The  field  itself  was  used  practically  every  week  for  at  least 
one  game  and  sometimes  two.  The  high  school  played  five  games 
here  during  the  fall  and  the  American  Legion  team  played  nine 
Sundays,  with  usually  two  games  being  played  each  Sunday.  The 
turf  stood  up  remarkably  well  under  all  of  this  playing  and  the 
usual  comment  of  visiting  players  and  coaches  was  that  it  was  the 
finest  playing  field  they  had  been  on. 

The  tennis  courts  saw  constant  service  during  good  weather,  but 
the  enclosing  fence  will  have  to  be  replaced.  The  wooden  posts  have 
rotted  and  are  ready  to  fall,  so  must  be  replaced  as  well  as  the  wire. 

During  the  year  every  bit  of  fill  that  could  be  found  was  utilized 
to  continue  the  work  of  bringing  this  park  up  to  usable  grade.  We 
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wish  to  thank  the  Water  Department,  the  Highway  Department,  and 
other  committees  and  departments  for  co-operating  with  us  to  see 
to  it  that  whatever  fill  they  obtained  from  construction  work  was 
brought  to  Phillips  Park. 

Especially  do  we  want  to  go  on  record  as  being  grateful  to  the 
Lynn  Sand  and  Stone  Company  for  their  generous  donation  of  fill 
and  to  Mr.  Ryan  of  the  Highway  Department  for  his  loan  of  trucks 
to  transport  this  fill. 

In  conclusion,  the  Park  Commissioners  wish  to  point  out  to  the 
citizens  of  Swampscott  that  adequate  playground  facilities  are  sadly 
lacking.  We  have  one  excellent  baseball  diamond  and  at  least  eight 
regularly  organized  teams  desirous  of  using  it.  We  have  one  foot- 
ball field  which  is  fit  to  play  on.  There  is  no  adequate  practice  field 
for  Senior  High  and  Junior  High  field  hockey.  There  is  only  Abbott 
Park  for  Junior  High  football,  and  when  they  are  using  this  park 
there  is  no  room  for  the  smaller  children  to  play. 

The  development  of  Phillips  Park  is  necessary  to  provide  for 
additional  playing  space,  and  it  is  time  to  be  selecting  the  sites  of 
one  or  more  small  playgrounds  for  use  by  smaller  children.

Library  Trustees 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
herewith  present  their  annual  report: 

Attendance  and  Circulation 

In  a  public  library  the  circulation  of  books  among  adults  is 
definitely  related  to  employment.  When  unemployment  is  widespread, 
there  is  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the  public  libraries  by 
adults  and  in  the  circulation  of  books  among  them. 

Resumption  of  employment  results  in  a  decreased  circulation  of 
books  among  adults  and  in  less  frequent  use  of  library  facilities  by 
them.  This  has  been  true  for  the  country  as  a  whole  and  also  locally. 

Yet,  during  the  past  year,  with  employment  on  the  increase  until 
November,  the  circulation  of  adult  non-fiction  showed  a  substantial 
increase  and  reached  the  highest  point  in  the  history  of  the  library. 

Over  a  period  of  nine  years  there  has  been  a  threefold  increase 
in  the  circulation  of  such  non-fiction,  while  the  total  circulation  of 
the  library  has  been  doubling. 

This  unexpected  growth  indicates  that  the  vocational  and  cul- 
tural reading  needs  of  the  men  and  women  of  Swampscott  are  being 
served  by  the  Public  Library.  This  is  one  of  the  chief  functions  of 
our  library,  and  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  make  it  of 
still  greater  service. 
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This  year,  also,  more  young  people  than  ever  have  i  the  li- 
brary. They  are  forming'  the  library  habit,  and  that  sh  i  make 
for  better  infoi-med  and  more  cultured  citizens  tomorrow 

For  particular  items  of  circulation  and  of  attendan'  you  are 
referred  to  the  figures  given  below. 

Sunday  Use  of  the  Library 

On  Sundays,  from  November  1  to  May  1,  the  libr?  y  is  kept 
open  from  3  to  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  This  has  been  he  custom 
since  it  has  been  housed  in  a  separate  building. 

The  attendance  is  rather  small,  however,  perhaps  to  »  small,  to 
justify  the  expense  of  continuing  the  practice.  Before  deciding  to 
close  the  library  on  Sundays,  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  make  a 
careful  study  of  all  the  facts,  and  will  be  grateful  for  an  opinion 
from  any  citizen  in  regard  to  the  matter.

Tree  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Tree  Warden.  The 
renovation  of  one  of  the  Highway  Department  buildings  has  great- 
ly aided  in  the  efficiency  of  the  storage  equipment  and  supplies.  It 
is  now  possible  to  care  for  and  maintain  all  equipment  on  days  when 
weather  conditions  are  such  that  tree  work  is  impossible.  We  are 
now  well  equipped  to  carry  on  all  phases  of  tree  work  other  than 
large  tree  moving.  I 

During  the  year  1937,  as  many  as  fifty-two  men  were  put  to 
work  from  the  town  relief  rolls.  The  co-operation  from  these  men 
was  fine  and  a  great  deal  of  work  was  accomplished  that  might  not 
have  been  otherwise.  All  shade  trees  were  pruned  and  a  great  deal 
of  tree  surgery  was  practised,  such  as  bolting,  bracing  and  cavity 
filling. 

This  year  trees,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  and  Cemetery 
Departments,  were  also  cared  for. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  and  the 
Engineering  Department,  all  new  sidewalks  were  laid  with  openings 
for  tree  airiation  and  moisture.  All  trees  bound  by  old  tar  sidewalks 
were  relieved  by  the  breaking  of  a  section  around  the  tree. 

We  were  particularly  fortunate  this  year  in  that  no  large  trees 
were  lost  due  to  storms,  and  that  only  one  fairly  large  tree  was  de- 
stroyed by  a  bus  accident.  Two  small  trees  were  totally  destroyed 
by  horses  and  three  by  autos.    In  all  cases  restitution  was  made. 

Soil  tests  were  made  in  many  sections  having  young  trees,  and 
commercial  fertilizers  were  applied  by  the  crowbar  system  in  all 
cases.

Moth  Superintendent 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  purchase  of  the  new  Fitzhenry-Guptil  power  sprayer  great- 
ly aided  in  the  suppression  of  injurious  insects.  The  fall  and  spring 
canker  worms  were  controlled  by  means  of  tanglefoot  traps  and  an 
early  spray.  The  gypsy,  brown-tail  and  tent  caterpillers  were  con- 
trolled, due  mainly  to  the  extra  men  detailed  by  the  Welfare  De- 
partment and  the  addition  of  a  W.  P.  A.  moth  project.  All  offend- 
ing vacant  lots  and  brush  lands  were  cut-over,  cleaned  and  burned 
for  the  elimination  of  wild  cherries  and  other  insect  breeding  places. 
The  entire  town  was  canvassed  twice  for  the  control  of  the  gypsy 
moth  by  painting  egg  masses  with  creosote.  The  elm  tree  beetle 
made  its  first  appearance  in  many  years  and  a  new  pest  was  dis- 
covered which  we  believe  and  hope  will  never  be  of  economic  im- 
portance. The  cottony  maple  scale  is  rapidly  being  eliminated  but 
another  has  sprung  up  to  take  its  place,  the  wooly  maple  scale  on 
sugar  maples.  Miscible  oil  sprays  will  again  be  used  and  a  control 
is  possible. 

A  new  system  of  posting  notices  when  spraying  was  done  has 
proven  very  satisfactory,  as  complaintsi  and  oversights  were  straight- 
ened out  at  once.  Property  owners  desiring  early  and  additional 
spraying  will  be  taken  care  of  by  notifying  the  Moth  Superintendent.

We  strongly  recomimend  that  subsequent  appropriations  for  this 
observance  be  sufficient  so  that  it  will  not  be  compulsory  for  com- 
mittee memhers  to  further  burden  civic  minded  taxpayers  and  cit- 
izens and  in  order  to  eliminate  possible  embarrassment  on  the  part 
of  well-meaning  committeemen.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

We  submit  herewith  our  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1987,  together  with  the  reports  of  all  officers,  committees  and 
boards  which  we  have  received. 

In  common  with  many  other  communities,  Swampscott  began 
the  year  with  a  feeling  of  confidence  that  business  conditions  were 
improving,  and  as  a  result  a  progressive  program  of  public  improve- 
ments was  initiated.  In  spite  of  its  increased  activities,  the  town 
was  successful,  as  a  result  of  the  co-operative  action  of  all  its  offi- 
cials, in  having  a  further  reduction  in  its  tax  rate  brought  about. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  business  conditions  ceased  to 
improve  and  we  must,  therefore,  give  much  thought  to  the  town's 
activities  during  the  coming  year. 

Relief  Problems 

With  improvement  being  noticed  in  business  conditions,  the 
Federal  Government  gradually  curtailed  W.  P.  A.  activities  in  the 
town,  so  that  although  there  were  87  workers  on  local  W.  P.  A.  pro- 
jects at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  this  number  was  gradually  re- 
duced to  46.  However,  as  the  apparent  set-back  in  business  was 
noticed,  we  continually  solicited  the  W.  P.  A.  authorities  for  increases 
in  our  quota  and  were  successful  in  having  the  number  of  workers 
on  local  projects  increased  to  71,  and  we  are  still  seeking  further 
increases. 

At  the  special  town  meeting  of  October  7,  1937,  it  was  voted  to 
transfer  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  fund  the  sum  of  |20,000  to 
be  used  for  the  continuation  of  the  Ha\\^horne  Brook  Culvert  pro- 
ject. We  understand  that  the  project  does  not  meet  certain  require- 
ments of  the  W.  P.  A.  authorities,  and  as  a  result  the  work  is  being 
terminated,  temporarily  at  least,  and  the  workers  transferred  to 
other  projects.  We  believe  that  the  project  should  be  continued,  since 
it  relieves  a  flood  condition  in  that  end  of  the  town  and  will  increase 
the  value  of  taxable  property  in  that  section.  We  are  hopeful  that 
the  necessary  approval  will  be  received  so  that  the  work  may  be 
resumed. 

Public  Improvements 

We  have  attempted  to  stimulate  a  program  of  municipal  im- 
provement. In  the  report  of  last  year's  Board  of  Selectmen,  upon 
which  a  majority  of  this  board  served,  it  was  recommended  that  the 
town  undertake  a  definite  program  of  municipal  improvement  and 
attention  was  called  to  the  need,  among  other  things,  of  a  new  Po- 
lice Station,  Town  Hall  and  Field  House.  The  town  meeting  appro- 
priated $25,000  for  a  new  Police  Station,  the  construction  of  which 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  special  committee  appointed  for  that 
purpose.  We  believe  that  the  town  needs  and  should  have  a  new 
Town  Hall.  However,  in  view  of  the  uncertainty  of  present  business 
conditions,  and  since  we  desire  to  have  the  tax  rate  kept  at  a  low 
figure,  we  do  not  believe  that  the  construction  of  a  new  Town  Hall 
should  be  undertaken  at  this  time,  therefore,  we  have  started  a  se- 
ries of  repairs  and  improvements  which  will  tend  to  defer  the  time 
when  it  will  be  necessary  to  erect  a  new  building. 

The  Park  Commissioners  have  informed  us  that  they  have  pre- 
pared plans  for  a  new  Field  House  at  Phillips  Park.  We  believe  that 
a  Field  House  is  needed  at  that  park  and  recommend  that  it  be 
built  this  year  as  a  step  in  the  program  of  municipal  improvement. 
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.Shortly  after  assuming  office  we  formulated  a  sidewalk  con- 
struction program  for  which  the  Town  Meeting  appropriated  $5,000. 
Through  the  co-operation  of  Timothy  J.  Ryan,  Surveyor  of  High- 
ways, this  program  was  efficiently  carried  out  and  a  total  of  3069 
square  yards  of  sidewalk  constructed  and  1984  feet  of  curb- 
stone laid.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  program,  the  Surveyor  of  High- 
ways found  it  necessary  to  furnish  some  of  his  own  men  for  the  work 
and  to  pay  others  out  of  his  departmental  funds. 

As  the  town  has  done  little  or  no  sidewalk  constructing  for  some 
time,  there  are  many  portions  of  the  town  where  they  are  needed, 
and  we  urge  a  substantial  appropriation  this  year  in  order  to  carry 
on  an  extensive  sidewalk  building  program.  We  are  filing  applica- 
tions with  the  W.  P.  A.  authorities  in  an  attempt  to  obtain  a  blanket 
project  covering  sidewalks.  However,  if  this  is  not  obtained,  the 
work  should  be  carried  on  as  a  town  project. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  Swamp- 
scott  joined  with  the  State  and  County  in  having  a  portion  of 
Atlantic  avenue,  beginning  at  the  Marblehead  line,  resurfaced.  In 
accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Town  Meeting  we  have  also 
had  a  portion  of  Farragut  road  resurfaced.  We  feel  that  a  definite 
amount  of  road  work  should  be  undertaken  each  year,  and  urge  that 
the  recommendations  of  the  iSurveyor  of  Highways  in  this  connection 
be  carried  out.  We  also  call  particular  attention  to  the  need  of  re- 
surfacing iSalem  street,  a  much  traveled  road,  which  is  in  a  danger- 
ous condition  for  traffic,  particularly  in  wet  and  icy  weather. 

We  feel  that  a  substantial  sidewalk  and  street  construction  pro- 
gram financed  by  a  bond  issue  would  be  advisable  at  this  time.  First, 
because  it  provides  employment  for  workers;  secondly,  because  it 
furnishes  the  town  with  improvements  which  are  needed  and  in 
many  instances  should  have  been  brought  about  in  previous  years; 
and,  thirdly,  because  money  can  be  borrowed  at  a  low  rate  of  inter- 
est, thus  having  no  drastic  effect  on  our  tax  rate. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
February  23,  the  town's  street  lighting  contract  was  renewed  for  a 
five  year  period,  beginning  July  1,  1937.  Favorable  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Co.,  whereby,  without  in- 
creasing our  budget,  we  have  been  able  to  discontinue  the  practice 
of  shutting  off  certain  street  lights  on  the  main  streets  of  the  town 
at  1  A.M.,  so  that  these  lights  will  burn  throughout  the  night,  which 
reduces,  to  a  large  extent,  a  traffic  hazard  which  previously  existed 
and  only  last  year  contributed  to  the  death  of  one  woman. 

At  a  hearing  recently  held  in  the  Town  Hall  before  a  Board  of 
Army  Engineers  on  the  proposed  construction  of  a  breakwater  off 
Fishermen's  Beach,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  recorded  in  favor 
of  the  project  and  we  actively  supported  the  committee  sponsoring 
it. 

As  a  result  of  our  continual  efforts,  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  has  definitely  undertaken  the  widening  of  the  State  road  un- 
derpass, which  has  been  pending  since  1935.  A  contract  for  the  work 
has  already  been  awarded  and  the  work  will  commence  in  the  early 
spring.  We  believe  this  to  be  a  major  improvement,  and  its  com- 
pletion will  eliminate  what  has  always  been  a  serious  traffic  hazard. 

We  believe  that  the  Essex  street  overhead  bridge  should  be  re- 
placed with  a  more  modern  and  safer  hridge.  There  is  considerable 
traffic  passing  over  it  and  we  feel  that  in  its  present  condition  it  is 
a  hazard  to  traffic.  We  are  endeavoring  to  have  a  new  bridge  erected 
at  that  location  and  we  believe  that  it  would  be  a  substantial  im- 
provement. 
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During-  the  year  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway 
Company  has  replaced  its  street  cars  with  buses.  We  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  having-  bus  service  furnished  to  the  Shaw  estate.  We  have 
attempted  to  have  the  bus  service  on  the  regular  Swampscott  line 
extended  beyond  the  Phillips  Beach  Railroad  Station  but,  so  far  have 
been  unsuccessful,  since  the  Railway  Company  has  not  been  able 
to  obtain  a  location  for  turning-  its  buses. 

For  many  years  a  flood  condition  has  existed  in  the  so-called 
Orchard  section  following  each  heavy  rain  storm.  This  condition 
has  been  a  source  of  much  inconvenience  to  the  residents  of  that 
section  where  there  is  considerable  taxable  property.  We  understand 
that  a  drain  in  Nason  road  would  considerably  alleviate  the  condi- 
tion. The  Surveyor  of  Highways  has  inserted  an  article  in  the  war- 
rant for  the  annual  Town  Meeting  calling  for  such  a  drain,  and  we 
urge  the  Town  Meeting  Members  to  take  favorable  action  on  the 
article  in  order  that  the  present  condition  may  be  corrected. 

Veteran's  Headquarters 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  granted  by  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  February  23,  we  renewed  for  a  five  year  period  a  lease 
with  the  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  57,  American  Legion  Building  Asso- 
ciation, Inc.,  for  the  Burrill  street  headquarters  of  the  Legion  Post. 
In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  March 
29,  1937,  v^e  signed  a  lease  for  a  one  year  period  with  the  Joseph 
L.  Stevens  Post  1240,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Building  Associa- 
tion, Inc.,  for  headquarters  on  Puritan  road.  The  particular  location 
selected  by  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  caused  considerable  con- 
troversy. However,  the  tov^ni's  zoning  by-laws  do  not  forbid  a  club 
house  in  any  section  of  the  town,  and  accordingly  we  signed  the  lease 
as  directed  by  the  Special  Town  Meeting.  We  have  always  believed 
that  the  building  chosen  by  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  was 
neither  suited  for  the  purpose  nor  conveniently  located,  and  we  un- 
derstand that  the  Veterans  have  not  been  satisfied.  The  members  of 
that  organization  are  entitled  to  suitable  headquarters,  and  we  urge 
the  Town  Meeting  Members  to  make  a  definite  effort  to  furnish  them 
with  such  quarters. 

Contributory  Retirement  System 

The  town,  by  referendum,  adopted  a  Contributory  Retirement 
System  under  which  all  persons  employed  by  the  town  on  July  1 
1937,  were  given  an  opportunity  to  join  the  system  which  is  operated 
by  a  special  board  appointed  for  that  purpose.  Under  the  provisions 
of  the  law  adopted,  all  future  employees  of  the  town,  other  than 
school  teachers,  automatically  become  members  of  the  system  so 
that  eventually  the  practice  of  granting  pensions  by  the  town  'will 
be  eliminated. 

Police  Department 

During  the  year  there  has  been  considerable  agitation  for  the 
appointment  of  a  second  sergeant  for  the  Police  Department  and 
we,  therefore,  at  this  time,  wish  to  clearly  state  our  position.  Somo 
two  years  ago  the  position  of  sergeant  in  the  Police  Department  was 
created,  and  in  order  to  fill  it  the  usual  Civil  Service  examination 
was  held.  Following  the  examination,  the  patrolman  receiving  the 
highest  mark  was  appointed  sergeant  and  since  his  appointment  has 
carried  on  his  duties  in  an  efficient  and  creditable  manner.  Follow- 
ing the  appointment  of  the  sergeant,  the  Chief  of  Police  Department 
urged  the  creation  of  a  second  sergeancy,  and  has  on  several  occa- 
sions since  then  recommended  it.  We  have  consulted  with  the  Chief 
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relative  to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  such  an  additional  ap- 
pointment and  requested  him  to  place  his  recommendation  in  writing 
with  the  reasons  for  it.  We  then  made  a  thorough  study  of  the  sit- 
uation, as  a  result  of  which  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  additional  sergeant  is  unnecessary  at  this  time  and  would 
not  materially  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Police  Department.  This 
substantiates  the  attitude  taken  by  the  boards  of  Selectmen  in  1935 
and  1936. 

During  the  year  the  Legislature  passed  a  new  law  authorizing 
the  granting  of  one  day  off  in  seven  to  members  of  Police  Depart- 
ments. This  privilege  was  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Swamp- 
scott  Police  Department  and  has  worked  out  satisfactorily. 

We  have  found  that  at  certain  times  of  the  day  the  Police  De- 
partment is  not  sufficiently  manned  to  properly  protect  the  town. 
We,  therefore,  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  the  need  of  adding 
one  or  two  patrolmen  to  the  force  in  the  near  future. 

Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations 

During  the  year  we  redrafted  the  town's  traffic  rules  and  regu- 
lations with  the  assistance  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Chief  of  Police.  For  the  information  and  con- 
venience of  the  citizens  we  list  below  the  traffic  rules  and  regulations, 
as  amended,  in  force  December  31,  1937. 

Article  I — Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  these  rules  and  orders,  the  words  and  phrases 
used  therein  shall  have  the  following  meanings  except  in  those  in- 
stances where  the  context  clearly  indicates  a  different  meaning. 

(a)  "Street  or  Highway."  The  entire  width  between  property 
lines  of  every  way  open  to  the  use  of  the  public  for  purposes  of 
travel. 

(b)  "Roadway."  That  portion  of  a  street  or  highway  between  the 
regularly  established  curb  lines  or  that  part,  exclusive  of  shoulders, 
improved  and  intended  to  be  used  for  vehicular  traffic. 

(c)  "Lane."  A  longitudinal  division  of  a  roadv/ay  into  a  strip  of 
sufficient  width  to  accommodate  the  passage  of  a  single  line  of  vehi- 
cles. 

(d)  "Vehicle."  Every  device  in,  upon  or  by  which  any  person  or 
property  is  or  may  be  transported  or  drawn  upon  a  street  or  high- 
way, except  devices  moved  by  human  power  or  used  exclusively  upon 
stationary  rails  or  tracks. 

(e)  "Emergency  Vehicle."  Vehicles  of  the  Fire  Department 
(Fire  Patrol)  police  vehicles,  ambulances  and  emergency  vehicles  of 
federal,  state  and  municipal  departments  or  public  service  corpora- 
tions when  the  latter  are  responding  to  an  emergency  in  relation  to 
the  police  or  fire  departments. 

(f)  "Parking."  The  standing  of  a  vehicle,  whether  occupied  or 
not,  otherwise  than  temporary  for  the  purpose  of  and  while  actually 
engaged  in  loading  or  unloading,  or  in  obedience  to  an  officer  or  traf- 
fic signs  or  signals,  or  while  making  emergency  repairs  or,  if  dis- 
abled, while  arrangements  are  being  made  to  move  such  vehicle. 

(g)  "Pedestrian."  Any  person  afoot  or  riding  on  a  conveyance 
moved  by  human  power,  except  bicycles  or  tricycles. 

(h)  "Sidewalk."  That  portion  of  a  street  or  highway  set  aside 
for  pedestrian  travel. 

(i)  "Crosswalk."  That  portion  of  a  roadway  ordinarily  included 
within  the  prolongation  or  connection  of  curb  lines  and  property  lines 
at  intersections,  or  at  aiiy  portion  of  a  roadway  clearly  indicated 
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for  pedestrian  crossing  by  lines  on  the  road  surface  or  by  other 
markings  or  signs. 

(j)  "Railroad  Crossing."  Any  intersection  of  ways  with  a  rail- 
road right-of-way. 

(k)  "Traffic  Control  Area."  Any  area  along  any  w^ay,  other  than 
an  intersecting  way,  at  which  drivers  are  to  be  controlled  by  traffic 
control  signals, 

(1)  "Traffic  Islands."  Any  area  or  space  set  aside,  within  a  road- 
way, which  is  not  intended  for  use  by  vehicular  traffic. 

(m)  "Traffic."  Pedestrians,  ridden  or  herded  animals,  vehicles, 
or  other  conveyances  either  single  or  together  while  using  any  street 
or  highway  for  the  purpose  of  travel. 

(n)  "Official  Traffic  Signs."  All  signs,  markings  and  devices, 
other  than  signals,  not  inconsistent  with  these  rules  and  orders,  and 
which  conform  to  the  standards  prescribed  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  placed  or 
erected  by  authority  of  a  public  body  or  official  having  jurisdiction 
for  the  purpose  of  guiding,  directing,  warning  or  regulating  traffic. 

(o)  "Official  Traffic  Signals."  All  signals,  conforming  to  the  stan- 
dards as  prescribed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  not  inconsistent  with  these  rules  and 
orders,  placed  or  erected  by  authority  of  a  public  body  or  official 
having  jurisdiction  for  the  purpose  of  directing  or  warning  traffic. 

(p)  "Traffic  Control  Signal."  Any  device  using  colored  lights 
which  conforms  to  the  standards  as  prescribed  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  whether 
manually,  electrically  or  mechanically  operated,  by  which  traffic  may 
be  alternately  directed  to  stop  and  to  proceed. 

(q)  "Officer."  For  the  purpose  of  these  rules  and  orders  an  offi- 
cer shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  officer,  any  investigator,  exam- 
iner or  inspector  of  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  any  constable 
or  special  officer,  provided  he  has  his  badge  of  office  displayed  over 
his  left  breast  and  upon  his  outer  garment. 

(r)  "Funeral."  Any  procession  of  mourners  properly  identified 
as  such  accompanying  the  remains  of  a  human  body. 

(s)  "Official  Curb  Marking."  That  portion  of  a  curbing,  the 
painting  of  which  has  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  which  has  the  written  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(t)  "Official  Street  Marking."  Any  painted  line  legend,  marking 
or  marker  of  any  description  painted  or  placed  upon  any  way  w^hich 
purports  to  direct  or  regulate  traffic  and  w^hich  has  been  authorized 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  which  has  the  written  approval  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(u)  "Rotary  Traffic."  The  counter  clockwise  operation  of  a  ve- 
hicle around  an  object  or  structure. 

Article  II — Authority  and  Duties  of  Police 

Section  1.  Officers  to  Direct.  Traffic.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  of- 
ficers designated  by  the  Chief  of  Police  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
these  rules  and  orders.  Such  officers  are  hereby  authorized  to  direct 
all  traffic  either  in  person  or  by  means  of  visible  or  audible  signals 
in  conformance  with  the  provisions  of  these  rules  and  orders,  pro- 
vided that  in  the  event  of  a  fire  or  other  emergency  to  expedite 
traffic  or  safeguard  pedestrians,  officers  of  the  police  or  fire  depart- 
ments may  direct  traffic,  as  conditions  may  require,  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  these  rules  and  orders. 

Section  2.  Police  May  Close  Streets  Temporarily.  The  Chief  of 
Police  is  hereby  authorized  to  close  temporarily,  any  street  or  high- 
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way  in  an  impending  or  existing  emergency,  or  for  any  lawful  as- 
semblage, demonstration,  or  procession,  provided  there  is  reasonable 
justification  for  the  closing  of  such  street. 

Section  3.  Police  May  Prohibit  Parking  Temporarily.  The  Chief 
of  Police  is  hereby  authorized  to  prohibit,  temporarily,  parking  on 
any  street  or  highway  or  part  thereof  in  an  impending  or  existing 
emergency,  or  for  a  lawful  assemblage,  demonstration,  or  procession, 
provided  there  is  a  reasonable  justification  for  such  prohibition.  Ve- 
hicles parked  in  places  where  parking  is  prohibited  temporarily  may 
be  moved  by  or  under  the  direction  of  an  officer. 

Section  4.  Exemptions.  The  provisions  of  these  rules  and  orders 
shall  not  apply  to  operators  actually  engaged  in  work  upon  a  street 
or  highway  closed  to  travel  or  under  construction  or  repair,  to  of- 
ficers when  engaged  in  the  performance  of  public  duties  nor  to 
drivers  of  emergency  vehicles  while  operating  in  an  emergency  and 
in  performance  of  public  duties  when  the  nature  of  the  work  of  any 
of  these  necessitates  a  departure  from  any  part  of  these  rules  and 
orders.  These  exemptions  shall  not,  however,  protect  the  driver  of 
any  vehicle  from  the  consequences  of  a  reckless  disregard  of  the 
safety  of  others. 

iSection  5.  Chief  of  Police  to  Make  Annual  Accident  Report. 
The  Chief  of  Police  shall  make  an  annual  report  concerning  the  acci- 
dent situation  in  the  town  accompanied  by  his  recommendations. 

Section  6.  Police  to  Keep  a  Driver  File. 

(a)  The  police  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  operators  involved  in 
accidents  within  the  municipality. 

(b)  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  report  to  the  Registrar  of  Motor 
Vehicles  such  operators  as  are  found  to  be  constant  violators  of  these 
regulations. 

Article  III — ^Traffic  Signs,  Signals,  Markings  and  Zones 
Section  1.    Traffic  Signs  and  Signals: 

(a)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  hereby  authorized  and  as  to  those 
signs  and  signals  required  hereunder  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  place  and 
maintain  or  cause  to  be  placed  and  maintained  all  official  traffic 
signs,  signals,  markings  and  safety  zones.  All  signs,  signals,  mark- 
ings and  safety  zones  shall  conform  to  the  standards  as  prescribed 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

(b)  Sections  2  and  3  of  Article  II  and  Sections  2  to  5  inclusive 
of  Article  V  relating  to  parking  shall  be  effective  only  during  such 
time  as  a  sufficient  number  of  official  signs  are  erected  and  main- 
tained in  each  block  designating  the  provisions  of  such  sections  and 
located  so  as  to  be  easily  visible  to  aproaching  drivers. 

(c)  Sections  relating  to  one-way  streets  shall  be  effective  only 
during  such  time  as  a  sufficient  number  of  official  signs  are  erected 
and  maintained  at  each  of  the  exits  for  each  one-way  street,  so  that 
at  least  one  sign  will  be  clearly  visible  for  a  distance  of  at  least 
seventy-five  (75)  feet  to  drivers  approaching  such  an  exit. 

Section  2.  Interference  with  Signs,  Signals  and  Markings  Pro- 
hibited. Any  person  who  wilfully  defaces,  injures,  moves  or  ob- 
structs or  interferes  with  any  official  traffic  sign,  signal  or  marking 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  ($20)  dollars  for 
each  and  every  offence. 

Section  3.  Obedience  to  Traffic  Signs  and  Signals.  No  driver 
of  any  vehicle  shall  disobey  the  instructions  of  any  official  traffic  con- 
trol signal,  sign,  marking,  marker  or  legend,  unless  otherwise  direct- 
ed by  a  police  officer. 
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Article  IV — Zones  of  Quiet 
Section  1.    Zones  of  quiet. 

(a)  All  of  the  territory  v^ithin  two  hundred  feet  of  the  prem- 
ises of  each  hospital  in  this  town  is  hereby  created  and  established 
as  a  Zone  of  Quiet.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  hereby  authorized  to 
erect  and  maintain  in  a  conspicuous  manner  within  this  area  such 
signs  and  markings  as  are  necessary  to  designate  it  as  a  zone  of  quiet. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  temporarily  establish  a  zone 
of  quiet  upon  any  street  where  a  person  is  seriously  ill,  if  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  written  statement  of  at  least  two  registered  physic- 
ians certifying  to  its  necessity.  Said  temporary  zone  of  quiet  shall 
embrace  all  territory  within  a  radius  of  two  hundred  (200)  feet  of 
the  building  occupied  by  the  person  named  in  the  request  of  said 
physicians.  Said  temporary  zones  of  quiet  shall  be  designated  by 
the  police  by  placing  at  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  street  a  sign  or 
marker  bearing  the  words  ''Zone  of  Quiet." 

(c)  No  person  operating  a  motor  vehicle  within  any  designated 
and  signed  zone  of  quiet  shall  sound  the  horn  or  other  warning  de- 
vice of  said  vehicle  except  in  an  emergency. 

Article  V — Parking 

Section  1.  General  Prohibitions.  No  person  shall  park  a  ve- 
hicle in  any  of  the  following  places  and  vehicles  found  parked  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  be  moved  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  an  officer  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  to  a  place 
where  parking  is  permitted. 

(a)  Within  an  intersection. 

(b)  Upon  any  sidewalk. 

(c)  Upon  any  crosswalk. 

(d)  Upon  the  roadway  in  a  rural  or  sparsely  settled  district. 

(e)  Upon  a  roadway  w^here  parking  is  permitted  unless  both 
wheels  on  the  right  side  of  the  vehicle  are  within  twelve  (12)  inches 
of  the  curb  or  edge  of  the  roadway,  except  upon  those  streets  which 
are  designated  as  one-way  streets.  On  such  one-way  streets  vehicles 
shall  be  parked  in  the  direction  in  which  said  vehicle  is  moving  and 
with  both  wheels  within  twelve  (12)  inches  of  the  curb.  This  shall 
not  apply  to  streets  or  parts  of  streets  where  angle  parking  is  re- 
quired by  these  regulations. 

(f)  Upon  any  roadway  where  the  parking  of  a  vehicle  will 
not  leave  a  clear  and  unobstructed  lane  at  least  ten  (10)  feet  wide 
for  passing  traffic. 

(g)  Upon  any  street  or  highway  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  a 
fire  hydrant. 

(h)  Upon  or  in  front  of  any  private  road  or  driveway. 

(i)  Upon  any  street  or  highway  within  twenty-five  (25)  feet 
of  an  intersecting  way  except  at  intersections  where  official  signs 
indicate  a  greater  distance  and  except  alleys. 

Section  2.    Prohibited  on  Certain  Streets. 

(a)  Upon  the  following  streets  or  highways  or  parts  thereof 
parking  is  hereby  prohibited: 

Blaney  street,  notherly  side,  from  Redington  street  to  the  right 
angle  turn  in  said  Blaney  street. 

Blaney  street,  both  sides,  from  Humphrey  street  to  the  right 
angle  turn  in  said  Blaney  street. 

Devens  road,  northeasterly  side,  for  its  entire  length  between 
Walker  road  and  Redington  street. 

Humphrey  street,  southerly  side,  between  the  easterly  side  of 
Marshall  street  and  Puritan  road  at  the  westerly  intersection  thereof. 

Marshall  street,  both  sides. 
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Middlesex  avenue,  northerly  side,  within  a  distance  of  fifty  (50) 
feet  from  Burrill  street. 

Mountain  avenue,  southeasterly  side,  from  Beach  avenue  to  the 
Lynn  line. 

Monument  avenue,  both  sides,  from  Burrill  street  to  Elmwood 
road. 

New  Ocean  street,  westerly  side,  opposite  the  premises  occupied 
by  the  eng-ine  house  between  Pine  street  and  a  point  40  feet  beyond 
the  northerly  line  of  said  premises. 

New  Ocean  street,  southeasterly  side,  between  the  Fire  Station 
and  Rock  avenue. 

Orient  court,  both  sides. 

Phillips  street,  southwesterly  side,  foi-  its  entire  length  to  Clare- 
mont  terrace. 

Roadway  adjacent  to  the  west  side  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument 
and  lying  between  Humphrey  street  and  Burrill  street. 

Redington  street,  both  sides,  between  Humphrey  street  and  Rock- 
land street. 

Ways  to  the  beach  opposite  Greenwood  avenue  and  opposite 
Orient  court. 

Woodbine  avenue,  both  sides. 

(b)  During-  the  period  beginning  May  1st  and  ending  October 
31  of  each  year  no  vehicle  shall  be  parked  on  the  following  streets: 

Cedar  Hill  terrace,  both  sides,  between  Humphrey  street  and 
Bay  View  avenue. 

Fuller  terrace,  both  sides. 

Greenwood  avenue,  both  sides,  between  Humphrey  street  and 
King-  street. 

Humnhrey  terrace,  both  sides. 
Ing-alls  terrace,  both  sides. 
Puritan  road,  both  sides. 
Rose  street,  both  sides. 

.  Section  3.    Prohibited  During  Certain  Hours  on  Certain  Streets. 

(a)  No  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  between  the  hours  of  8  A.M. 
and  3  P.M.  on  the  days  when  the  Parochial  School  is  in  session  on 
any  of  the  following  streets  or  parts  of  streets: 

Blaney  street,  southerly  side,  50  ft.  west  of  Redington  street  for 
a  distance  of  150  feet. 

(b)  No  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  between  the  hours  of  10 
P.M.  and  5  A.M.  on  any  of  the|  following  streets  or  parts  of  streets: 

Humphrey  street,  northerly  side,  from  a  point  200  ft.  east  of 
Redington  street  to  within  138  ft.  of  Blaney  street. 

(c)  No  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  between  the  hours  of  8  A.M. 
and  12  P.M.  on  any  of  the  following  streets  or  parts  thereof: 

Greenwood  avenue,  westerly  side,  from  Rockland  street  to  Red- 
ington street. 

(d)  During  the  period  beginning  May  1st  and  ending  October 
31st,  no  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  between  the  hours  of  11  A.M. 
and  7  P.M.  on  any  of  the  following  streets  or  parts  of  streets: 

Bay  View  avenue,  both  sides. 
Rockland  street,  both  sides. 

(e)  During  the  period  beginning  May  1st  and  ending  October 
31st,  no  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  between  the  hours  of  8  A.M.  and 
8  P.M.  on  any  of  the  following  streets  or  parts  of  streets: 

Atlantic  avenue,  between  Humphrey  street  and  the  Marblehead 

line. 

Beach  Bluff  avenue,  from  Bradlee  avenue  to  Atlantic  avenue. 
Bellevue  road,  from  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.  to  Beach  Bluff  avenue. 
Bradlee  avenue,  from  Phillips  avenue  to  Atlantic  avenue. 
Estabrook  road. 
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Eulow  street. 
Hawthorne  road. 
Mostyn  street. 

Ocean  avenue,  between  Humphrey  street  and  the  beach. 
Palmer  avenue. 

Phillips  avenue,  from  Bradlee  avenue  to  Atlantic  avenue. 

Section  4.    Time  Limited  in  Designated  Places: 

(a)  No  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  for  longer  than  one  (1) 
hour  at  any  time  between  the  hours  of  7  A.M.  and  11  P.M.  of  any 
day  in  the  following  described  streets  or  parts  thereof: 

Burrill  street,  northerly  side,  from  Humphrey  street  to  the  east- 
erly roadway  of  Monument  avenue. 

Humphrey  street,  southerly  side  from  the  Metropolitan  Park 
Reservation  to  the  westerly  end  of  Puritan  road. 

Humphrey  street,  northerly  side,  from  the  westerly  junction  with 
Puritan  road  to  Burrill  street. 

Section  5.    Angle  Parking. 

(a)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  determine  upon  what  streets 
angle  parking  shall  be  permitted  and  shall  mark  or  sign  such  streets 
or  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  or  signed. 

(b)  Upon  streets  or  parts  of  streets  which  have  been  marked 
or  signed  for  angle  parking,  vehicles  shall  be  parked  with  one  wheel 
within  twelve  (12)  inches  of  the  curb  and  at  the  angle  to  the  curb 
indicated  by  such  marks  or  official  signs.  The  vehicle  shall  be  parked 
so  that  all  four  wheels  of  the  vehicle  shall  be  placed  wholly  within 
the  painted  lines. 

Section  6.  Parking  Vehicles  for  Sale  Prohibited.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  park  upon  a  street  or  highway  any  ve- 
hicle displayed  for  sale. 

Section  7.  No  All  Night  Parking.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
driver  of  any  vehicle,  other  than  one  acting  In  an  emergency,  to  park 
said  vehicle  on  any  street  for  a  period  of  time  longer  than  one  (1) 
hour  between  the  hours  of  1  A.M.  and  6  A.M.  of  any  day. 

Section  8.  Lights'  on  Parked  Cars.  In  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  90,  Section  7  of  the  General  Laws,  parking  of  a 
motor  vehicle  at  night  without  lights  is  hereby  permitted  when  and 
where  not  otherwise  prohibited  by  this  regulation. 

Article  VI— One  Way  Streets 

Section  1.  One-Way  Streets.  Upon  the  follo^ving  streets  or 
parts  of  streets  vehicular  traffic  shall  move  only  in  the  direction  in- 
dicated below: 

Elmwood  road,  northeasterly,  between  Monument  avenue  and 
Sheridan  road. 

Section  2.  Rotary  Traffic.  Traffic  shall  move  in  a  counter  clo<ik- 
wise  direction  about  the  islands  located  at  the  intersection  of  Mon- 
ument avenue  and  Elmwood  road,  and  Humphrey  street,  Bun-ill 
street  and  Monument  avenue. 

Article  VII— Operation  of  Vehicles 

Section  1.  Drive  within  Marked  Lanes.  When  any  roadway  has 
been  divided  into  lanes,  a  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  drive  so  as  to  be 
entirely  within  a  single  lane  and  shall  not  move  from  the  lane  in 
which  he  is  driving  until  he  has  first  ascei-tained  if  such  movement 
can  be  made  with  safety. 

Section  2.  Use  Right  Lane.  Upon  all  roadways  the  driver  of  a 
vehicle  shall  drive  in  the  lane  nearest  the  right  side  of  the  roadway 
when  said  lane  is  available  for  travel  except  when  overtaking  an- 
other vehicle  or  when  preparing  for  a  left  turn. 
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Section  3.  Overtake  Only  When  There  Is  Space  Ahead.  The 
driver  of  vehicle  shall  not  overtake  and  pass  a  vehicle  proceeding 
in  the  same  direction  unless  there  is  sufficient  clear  space  ahead  on 
the  right  side  of  the  roadway  to  permit  the  overtaking  to  be  complet- 
ed without  impeding  the  safe  operation  of  any  vehicle  ahead. 

Section  4.  Driver  to  Give  Way  to  Overtaking  Vehicle.  The 
driver  of  a  vehicle  when  about  to  be  overtaken  and  passed  by  an- 
other vehicle  approaching  from  the  rear  shall  give  way  to  the  right 
in  favor  of  the  overtaking  vehicle,  on  suitable  and  audible  signal 
being  given  by  the  driver  of  the  overtaking  vehicle,  and  shall  not 
increase  the  speed  of  his  vehicle  until  completely  passed  by  the  over- 
taking vehicle. 

Section  5.    Obstructing^  Traffic. 

(a)  No  person  shall  drive  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  un- 
necessarily the  normal  movement  of  traffic  upon  any  street  or  high- 
way. Officers  are  hereby  authorized  to  require  any  driver  who  fails 
to  comply  with  this  section  to  drive  to  the  side  of  the  roadway  and 
wait  until  such  traffic  as  has  been  delayed  has  passed. 

(b)  No  driver  shall  enter  an  intersection  or  a  marked  crosswalk 
unless  there  is  sufficient  space  on  the  other  side  of  the  intersection 
or  crosswalk  and  on  the  right  half  of  the  roadway  to  accommodate 
the  vehicle  he  is  operating  without  obstructing  the  passage  of  other 
vehicles  or  pedestrians  notwithstanding  any  traffic  control  signal 
indication  to  proceed. 

Section  6.  Following  Too  Closely.  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall 
not  follow  another  vehicle  more  closely  than  is  reasonable  and  pru- 
dent having  due  regard  to  the  speed  of  such  vehicle  and  the  traffic 
upon  and  condition  of  the  street  or  highway. 

Section  7.  Slow  Vehicle  to  Stay  200  Feet  Apart.  Upon  road- 
ways less  than  twenty-seven  (27)  feet  wide  and  upon  which  vehicu- 
lar traffic  is  permitted  to  operate  in  both  directions  the  driver  of  any 
slow-moving  vehicle  when  traveling  outside  of  a  business  or  resi- 
dential district  shall  not  follow  another  slow-moving  vehicle  within 
two  hundred  (200)  feet,  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent 
such  slow-moving  vehicle  from  overtaking  and  passing  another 
slow-moving  vehicle.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  funerals  or  other 
lawful  processions. 

Section  8.  Care  in  Starting,  Stopping,  Turning  or  Backing.  The 
driver  of  any  vehicle  before  starting,  stopping,  turning  from  a  direct 
line  or  backing  shall  first  see  that  such  movement  can  be  made  in 
safety.  If  the  operation  of  another  vehicle  should  be  affected,  by  a 
stopping  or  turning  movement,  the  driver  of  such  vehicle  shall  be 
given  a  plainly  visible  signal,  as  required  by  the  following  section. 

Section  9.    Stopping  and  Turning  Signals. 

(a)  Any  signal  herein  required  shall  be  given  sufficient  time  in 
advance  of  the  movement  indicated  to  give  ample  warning  to  any 
person  who  may  be  affected  by  said  movement,  and  shall  be  given 
either  by  means  of  the  hand  and  arm  in  the  manner  specified  or  by  a 
suitable  mechanical  or  electrical  device,  except  that  when  a  vehicle 
is  so  constructed  or  loaded  as  to  prevent  the  hand  and  arm  signal 
from  being  made  or  from  being  visible  both  to  the  front  and  rear, 
the  signal  shall  be  given  by  a  suitable  device. 

(b)  Hand  and  arm  signals,  as  required  herein  shall  be  made  as 
follows: 

1.  An  intention  to  stop  shall  be  indicated  by  extending  the  arm 
horizontally  to  the  left  of  and  beyond  the  side  of  the  vehicle. 

2.  An  intention  to  turn  to  the  left  shall  be  indicated  by  ex- 
.  tending  the  arm  horizontally  to  the  left  of  and  beyond  the  side 

of  the  vehicle,  and  by  pointing  to  the  left  with  the  index  finger. 
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3.  An  intention  to  turn  to  the  right  shall  be  indicated  by  ex- 
tending the  arm  horizontally  to  the  left  of  and  beyond  the  side 
of  the  vehicle,  and  by  moving  the  hand  in  a  circle. 
Section  10.  Sound  Horn  When  Necessary.  The  driver  of  a  ve- 
hicle shall  give  an  audible  warning  with  his  horn  or  other  suitable 
warning  device  whenever  necessaiy  to  insure  safe  operation. 

Section  11.  Obedience  to  Traffic  Control  Signals.  Colors  and 
arrow  indications  in  traffic  control  signals  shall  have  the  commands 
ascribed  to  them  in  this  section,  and  no  other  meanings,  and  every 
driver  of  a  vehicle  or  other  conveyance  shall  comply  therewith,  ex- 
cept when  otherwise  directed  by  an  officer  or  by  a  lawful  traffic  regu- 
lating sign  (other  than  a  "stop"  sign)  signal  or  device.  In  no  case 
shall  a  driver  enter  or  proceed  through  an  intersection  without  due 
regard  to  the  safety  of  other  persons  within  the  intersection  regard- 
less of  what  indications  may  be  given  by  traffic  control  signals. 

(a)  Green:  While  the  green  lens  is  illuminated,  drivers  facing 
the  signal  may  proceed  through  the  intersection,  but  shall  yield  the 
right  of  way  to  pedestrians  and  vehicles  lawfully  within  a  crosswalk 
or  the  intersection  at  the  time  such  signal  was  exhibited.  Drivers 
of  vehicles  making  a  right  or  left  turn  shall  yield  the  right  of  way 
to  pedestrians  crossing  with  the  flow  of  traffic. 

(b)  Right,  Left  and  Vertical  Green  Arrows:  When  a  right  green 
arrow  is  illuminated,  drivers  facing  said  signal  may  turn  right. 
When  a  left  green  arrow  is  illuminated,  drivers  facing  said  signal 
may  turn  left.  When  a  vertical  green  arrow  is  illuminated,  drivers 
facing  said  signal  may  go  straight  ahead.  When  a  green  arrow  is 
exhibited  together  with  a  red  or  a  yellow  lens,  drivers  may  enter 
the  intersection  to  make  the  movement  permitted  by  the  arrow,  but 
shall  yield  the  right  of  way  to  vehicles  and  pedestrians  proceeding 
from  another  direction  on  a  green  indication. 

(c)  Yellow:  While  the  yellow  lens  is  illuminated,  waiting  drivers 
shall  not  proceed  and  any  driver  approaching  the  intersection  or  a 
marked  stop  line,  shall  stop  at  such  point  unless  so  close  to  the 
intersection  that  a  stop  cannot  be  made  in  safety,  provided,  however, 
that  if  a  green  arrow  is  illuminated  at  the  same  time,  drivers  may 
enter  the  intersection  to  make  the  movement  permitted  by  such 
arrow. 

(d)  Red:  While  the  red  lens  is  illuminated,  drivers  facing  the 
signal  shall  stop  outside  of  the  intersection,  or  at  such  point  as  may 
be  clearly  marked  by  a  sign  or  line,  provided,  however,  that  if  a 
green  arrow  is  illuminated  at  the  same  time,  drivers  may  enter  the 
intersection  to  make  the  movement  permitted  by  such  arrow. 

(e)  Red  and  Yellow:  While  the  red  and  yellow  lenses  are  illumi- 
nated together,  drivers  shall  not  enter  the  intersection  and  during 
such  time  the  intersection  shall  be  reserved  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
pedestrians. 

(f)  Flashing  Red:  The  flashing  red  lens  shall  indicate  those  in- 
tersections at  which  a  driver  is  required  by  law  to  stop  before  enter- 
ing. 

(g)  Flashing  Yellow:  A  flashing  yellow  lens  shall  indicate  the 
presence  of  a  hazard  and  drivers  may  proceed  only  with  caution. 

(h)  Flashing  Green:  A  flashing  green  lens  shall  indicate  an  in- 
tersection or  pedestrian  crosswalk  in  use  or  subject  to  use  by  enter- 
ing or  crossing  traffic.  Drivers  may  proceed  only  with  caution  and 
shall  be  prepared  to  comply  with  a  change  in  the  signal  to  a  red  or 
red  and  yellow  indication. 

Section  12.  Obedience  to  Isolated  Stop  Signs.  Every  driver  of 
a  vehicle  or  other  conveyance,  approaching  an  intersection  of  ways 
where  there  exists  facing  him  an  official  sign,  bearing  the  word 
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"stop"  and  authorized  by  this  section,  said  sign  having  apart  from 
this  regulation  the  written  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  such  approval  being 
in  effect,  shall,  before  proceeding  through  the  intersection,  bring 
such  vehicle  or  other  conveyance  to  a  complete  stop  at  such  point 
as  may  be  clearly  marked  by  a  sign  or  line,  or  if  a  point  is  not  so 
marked,  then  at  a  place  between  the  said  "stop"  sign  and  the  near- 
er line  of  the  street  intersection.  In  the  case  of  a  line  of  two  or 
more  vehicles  approaching  such  "stop"  sign,  the  drivers  of  the  sec- 
ond and  third  vehicles  in  line  in  any  group  shall  not  be  required  to 
stop  more  than  once  before  proceeding  through  the  intersection.  This 
section  shall  not  apply  when  the  traffic  is  otherwise  directed  by  an 
officer  or  by  a  lawful  traffic  regulating  sign,  signal  or  device. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  the  erection  and  maintenance 
of  an  official  "stop"  sign  or  signs  are  authorized  so  as  to  face: 

Southeastbound  drivers  on  Salem  street  at  Humphrey  street. 

Southbound  drivers  on  Ingalls  terrace  at  Humphrey  street. 

Westbound  drivers  on  Middlesex  avenue  at  Burrill  street. 

North  and  southbound  drivers  on  Norfolk  avenue  at  Middlesex 
avenue. 

Eastbound  drivers  on  Danvers  road  at  Essex  street. 
Northwest  and  southeastbound  drivers  on  Banks  road  at  Walker 
road. 

Section  13.  Keep  to  the  Right  of  Roadway  Division.  Upon  such 
roadways  as  are  divided  by  a  parkway,  grass  plot,  reservation,  or  by 
any  structure  or  area,  drivers  shall  keep  to  the  right  of  such  division 
except  when  otherwise  directed  by  an  officer,  signs,  signals  or  mark- 
ings. 

Article  VIII — Accident  Reports,  Responsibility,  Penalties  and  Repeals 
Section  1.  Drivers  Must  Report  Accidents.  The  driver  of  any 
vehicle  involved  in  an  accident  resulting  in  the  injury  or  death  of 
any  person  or  property  damage  to  an  apparent  total  extent  of  twen- 
ty-five (|25)  dollars  or  more  shall  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours 
make  a  full  and  complete  report  in  writing  of  such  accident  to  the 
police  headquarters  in  this  town.  A  driver  who  has  been  incapacitat- 
ed as  a  result  of  such  accident,  and  to  such  extent  as  to  make  re- 
porting impossible  or  unfavorable  to  his  recovery,  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  report  such  accident  until  he  has  recovered  sufficiently  to 
be  able  to  do  so.  The  report  shall  be  made  in  a  form  furnished  by 
the  police  department,  copies  of  which  shall  be  available  at  the  police 
station.  Compliance  with  this  section,  however,  shall  not  relieve 
such  driver  from  the  additional  responsibility  of  reporting  to  the 
Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles  any  accident  in  which  a  person  is  killed 
or  injured. 

Section  2.  Owner  Prima  Facie  Responsible  for  Violations.  If 
any  vehicle  is  found  upon  any  street  or  highway  in  violation  of  any 
provisions  of  these  rules  and  orders  and  the  identity  of  the  driver 
cannot  be  determined,  the  owner  or  the  person  in  whose  name  such 
vehicle  is  registered,  shall  be  held  prima  facie  responsible  for  such 
violations. 

Section  3.  Penalty.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  or 
by  any  commission  department  or  other  body,  authorized  by  law  to 
impose  penalties  for  violations  of  rules,  regulations  and  orders  gov- 
erning the  use  and  operation  of  vehicles,  any  person  convicted  of 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  rules  and  regulations 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $2.00  for  the  first  of- 
fence and  not  more  than  $20.00  for  each  subsequent  offence  of  a  like 
nature  committed  during  any  period  of  one  year  unless  otherwise 
herein  provided. 
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Section  4.  Repeal.  These  Tules  are  adopted  with  the  mtent 
that  each  of  them  shall  have  force  and  effect  separately  and  inde- 
pendently of  every  other  except  insofar  as  ,by  express  reference  or 
necessary  implication  any  rule  or  any  part  of  a  rule  is  made  de- 
pendent upon  another  rule  or  part  thereof.  . 

The  provisions  of  these  rules  so  far  as  they  are  the  same  m  ei- 
fect  as  those  of  any  valid  existing  rules,  orders  or  regulations  here- 
tofore made  by  the  Selectmen  of  Swampsoott  relative  to  or  m  con- 
nection with  official  signs,  lights,  markings,  signal  systems  or  de- 
vices shall  ibe  construed  as  a  continuation  thereof,  but  all  other  ex- 
isting rules,  orders  and  regulations  so  made  for  the  regulation  ot 
vehicles  are  hereby  expressly  repealed.  This  repeal,  however,  shall 
not  affect  any  punishment  or  penalty  imposed  or  any  complaint  or 
prosecution  pending  at  the  time  of  the  passage  hereof  for  an  offense 
committed  under  any  of  the  said  rules,  orders  or  regulations  hereby 
repealed. 

Beach  Regulations 

The  Annual  Town  iMeeting  directed  the  Selectmen  to  draw  up 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  beach  in  the  town.  We  conferred  with 
the  Town  Counsel  in  this  respect  and  were  notified  by  him  that  we 
lacked  jurisdiction  and  we  were  therefore  unable  to  carry  out  the 
directions  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

A  special  appropriation  was  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  full 
time  special  police  officer  at  Blaney  Beach  during  the  summer.  This 
arrangement  proved  satisfactory  and  beneficial  to  all  parties  con- 
cerned and  we  have,  therefore,  directed  the  iChief  of  the  Police  De- 
partment to  include  in  his  budget  a  sufficient  amount  in  order  to 
continue  the  practice. 

Visit  of  U.  S.  S.  Schenck 

The  town  was  honored  by  a  visit  for  a  few  days  in  the  early 
part  of  July  from  the  U.  S.  ,S.  Schenck,  Lt.  Commander  George  E. 
Nold,  commanding.  This  courtesy  call  was  arranged  through  the  co- 
operation of  Congressman  George  J.  Bates,  who  had  hoped  to  have 
the  vessel  at  Swampscott  in  connection  with  the  Fourth  of  July  cele- 
bration. Arrangements  were  made  for  entertaining  the  officers  and 
men  on  board  the  ship  in  accordance  with  the  town's  usual  custom. 
The  U.  S.  S.  Dahlgren  was  scheduled  to  visit  Swampscott  during 
August.  However,  it  was  detached  in  order  to  participate  in  the 
special  races  held  at  Marblehead  for  Class  J  boats.  Clement  Ken- 
nedy, President  of  the  New  Ocean  House,  graciously  tendered  a  din- 
ner in  honor  of  the  officers  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Dahlgren  and  of  the  Coast 
Guard  boats  stationed  at  Marblehead  for  the  races.  The  Swampscott 
town  officials  were  also  invited  to  the  dinner.

To  see  if  the  town  will  direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  waive  and  release  to  James  H,  Sisk,  all  rights  which  the  town 
might  have  in  and  to  the  following  described  parcel  of  land:  bounded 
Southerly  on  Franklin  avenue  and  Paradise  road,  sixty-one  and 
ninety-four  hundredths  (61.94)  feet;  easterly  on  land  now  or  for- 
merly of  J.  H.  McDonough,  fifty-eight  and  nineteen  hundredths 
(58.19)  feet;  southwesterly  on  another  lot  of  said  Sisk,  ninety- two 
and  sixty  hundredths  (92.60)  feet;  being  a  total  of  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  (1927)  square  feet,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  68.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law  viz:  That  the  Planning  Board  authorized  under  Chapter  211 
of  the  Acts  of  1936,  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members,  the  terms  of 
the  members  of  this  board  shall  be  five  (5)  years  each,  but  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  February,  1939,  there 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  five  (5)  members  as  follows:  one  (1)  to  be 
elected  for  one  (1)  year;  one  (1)  to  be  elected  for  two  (2)  years; 
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one  (1)  to  be  elected  for  three  (3)  years;  one  (1)  to  be  elected  for 
four  (4)  years;  one  (1)  to  be  elected  for  five  (5)  years;  and  there- 
after there  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  town  meeting  of  each  year 
such  members  as  are  necessary  to  fill  vacancies. 

Article  69.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  trans- 
fer of  $20,000  or  any  other  amount  from  the  Hawthorne  Brook  ac- 
count or  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  fund,  either  or  both,  said  sum 
to  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the 
tax  rate  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  70.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  and  direct  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  advise  of  the  Town  Counsel  to  com- 
promise and  settle  the  case  of  Beatrice  F.  Curtis  vs.  the  Inhabitantr. 
of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  in 
Salem  and  appropriate  money  therefor  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  71.  To  appropriate  and  raise  by  borrowing  or  other- 
wise, under  any  general  or  special  law  which  authorizes  the  town 
to  raise  money  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  such  sum  or  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  articles.
